Uniqueness is a trait that can be claimed by the 
wsidents of just about any spot in the world. A case 
can easily be made for the uniqueness of Garrett 
County, but the same can be said about the various 
towns within the county. And the leaders and resi- 
dents of most of our towns are doing an excellent job 
of focusing on their town's uniqueness and sharing it 
with non-residents via annual celebrations. 


The summer of municipal bashes was kicked off 


once again this year by Grantsville, with its annual 
Grantsville Days weekend. Accident followed with 
its annual July 4th Homecoming. Kitzmiller was 
next with its special homecoming held just a few 
weeks ago. Next will be Friendsville, with this week- 
end's Friendsville Days activities. The following 
weekend there will be a special celebration by the 
town of Mtn. Lake Park, as its residents will observe 
the 125th anniversary of the town's founding and the 
75th anniversary of its incorporation. While the Au 
tumn Glory Festival encompasses more than just 
Oakland, it is nonetheless Oakland's time to shine 
and share what it has to offer 

While there are many similarities in America's 
thousands of small towns, what each and every town 
has that is positively unique is its founding and its 
history. That can certainly be said about every town 
in Garrett County, incorporated or not, and many of 
those histories are exceedingly interesting and color 
ful. Several of them, such as that of Kitzmiller, are 
connected with the coal mining and timber indus 
tries, but each still has its own uniqueness. Oakland 
was also somewhat of a "blue collar," railroad town 
that ultimately emerged as the county seat and the 
county's primary business center. However, the 
founding of nearby Mtn. Lake Park had absolutely 
nothing to do with industry, but was an effort to es 
tablish a rather utopian, strictly residential town en 
riched with culture, religion, and education, and de 
void of things such.ascard-playing,-danemeg,—and 
consumption of alcoholic beverages extreme 
uniqueness. Grantsville and Friendsville were also 
tied to industry, but were also important stops along 
the National Road that stretched westward. Thi 
town of Accident was primarily an agricultural 
crossroads town whose very unique name (a result of 
a surveying coincidence) has, for many years, drawn 
nationwide interest and curiosity 

Other towns, such as Loch Lynn, Crellin, Bloom 
ington, Finzel, and Gorman, as well as named areas, 
such as Rosedale, Blooming Rose, Red House 
Shalimar, Hutton, Selbysport, and Avilton, plus a 
number of others, also have their own individual, 
unique stories and histories 

We encourage all residents of the county — from 
the north, south, east, and west — to support our fel 
low Garrett Countians by attending and participat 
ing in their special celebrations. They all provide 
great fun, great food, and great information about 
our histories and our uniqueness

I was telling a friend this week that when you and your 
spouse go crazy and produce three kids rather than just 
two, you knock yourself out of the whole realm of con- 
venience. Everything — everything — is designed for 
"families of four." Cars, amusement rides, package deals, 
hotel rooms, restaurant tables, etc. So when I go to make 
reservations in a hotel for my family, I sometimes put the 
clerk in a tailspin. He does great at first: "smoking or non? 
Two queen beds or one king? Ocean view or cement 
wall?" Then they get to the question of how many chil- 
dren. I say, “three.” The process comes to a standstill. 
"Oh. Three... Wow. That's different. Hmmm... gosh. (I 
hear him confer with the manager: "She has three.") And 
then back to me: "Cheesh, three. Have you called the 
Guinness Book of World Records?" Okay, it's not that big 
of a deal, but Jt really does throw a wrench into things 
when you are an odd number, and one more than the 
"average" four. So when I found a hotel in Orlando that 
had "“kidsuites," I was relieved. "Yes, ma'am, there is a 
separate room with bunk beds and a roll-away." What? A 
room actually set up for three children? How can this be? 
I felt like I had found a secret treasure 

So when we arrived at our hotel, we were ushered in 

quickly and all the papers were in order. The place, the 
Sunspree Holiday Inn, was just cool. If you have little 
kids, you ought to go there. The whole lobby is full of kid- 
friendly stuff, like a little movie theatre, a kid check-in 
desk, an ice cream shop, and an arcade. Of course, I took 
my boys about two years too late. It was all very cute, but 
all just a tad young for them at 14, 11, and 10. They were 
yery sweet to me anyway.."Oh,.this.is.seally.cool,-Mom. 
It really is. You did a good job," they said over and over, 
patting my arm, as wee little kids trotted past, coming up 
to my boys' knees. And in our room yes, there was a 
partitioned kids' room with bunk beds, their own TV 
(which they thought was totally cool), and the so-called 
roll-away. I wasn't really informed that the roll-away was 
for two-foot children. It was short. Not one of my three 
boys, not even the youngest, fit in that bed. Their feet 
hung over the end. John and I, on the other hand, had a 
king-sized bed, which was so big it was amusing. Like a 
football field. Very quickly, as my boys are so eager to do, 
they figured out a detailed plan for sleeping the entire 
week who would be on the top bunk, bottom bunk, 
and baby bed. As you might guess, some mornings we 
woke to find at least one kid in our football field with us 
Seven days with all five of us in one room. Oh, man 
Good thing vacation only comes once a year 

Okay, it was our first day. Hurray! Vacation! Here we 
go! And as my first act of R&R, what fun thing did I get 
to do? I went to the grocery store. Ugh. Just what I long 
to do on vacation. But the choice was buying a bunch of 
breakfast foods to store in our room's kitchenette, or going 
out for breakfast every morning at $60 or $70 a pop. We 
do have five mouths to feed, ya know. So I opted for gro- 
cery shopping. I came back with enough breakfast stuff to 
last the whole week. I'll bet those maids were amazed by 
our well-stocked kitchenette. It was a regular cafeteria 

At long last — after months of anticipation, after two 
flights, after a whirlwind grocery trip with check-out peo- 
ple who only spoke Spanish — finally we bounced into the 
park scene. Our first adventure was at Universal Studios. 
We drove there without a problem, paid our parking fee, 
and trundled into the parking garage. We didn't realize we 
still had eleventy miles to go before actually entering the 
place. It takes so long to get into these parks, to get 
flagged in by the parking attendants, find your way out of 
the garage, and ride 14 "moving sidewalks" to get there 
(Michael loved the moving sidewalks. He thought it was 
especially fun to ride on them backward. I, of course, did 
not like that, as I could see in my Worry Wart mind how 
he might miss the end, fall over, crack his head open, 
have to get stitches, and miss four days of vacation. I can 
see all of that in a split second. The mind of a Worry 
Wart — like a steel trap.) 

We burst onto the Universal park, eager and ready to 
see all the sights. We hurried to our first attraction, Shrek 
3-D, and jumped in the line, smiles all around. Then... we 
waited. And waited. And waited. Lines. It was the theme 
of the week. Followed by stunning heat. Wow, it was hot. 
The sweat literally poured down the boys’ faces — they 
are such Garrett County people, and not used to 98- 
degree afternoons. We brought water bottles with us every 
day, and would greedily trade them around, each of us 
suspiciously eyeing the other's gulps to make sure we got 
our fair shares, and happily exchanging every germ we 
might have picked up. We became experts at line- 
standing, figuring out ways to pass the time. One of my 
favorite amusements was to look at families and see how 
the kids resembled the parents. "Oh, she has her dad's 
nose... and she might want to give it back.” It really is 
interesting, this genetics thing. The shape of a kid's eyes, 
same as the mom's. The hair, the skin... It is intriguing, 
especially when you are trying desperately to forget how 
much you paid to get into this park only to spend most of 
the time standing in a line, and doing that with the goal of 
putting your body through some dizzying, mind-bending 
amusement... We humans. What a confounding bunch of 
animals we are 

Despite the heat and long, long queues, we had a fan- 
tastic first day. Seeing Shrek very close up, flying with 
Jimmy Neutron, shooting aliens with Men In Black, being 
terrified by the Mummy rollercoaster, surviving an Earth- 
quake, going Back to the Future, and air-biking with 
E.1 it was an outing to remember. At day's end, we 
found our way back to our hotel and dropped into our 
respective beds. Alex, assigned the baby bed, slept 
soundly, his feet hanging over the edge. I don't think he 
even noticed

goon, and my small-town-induced fascination with Scot- 
tish children.

“REDUCE, RE-USE, RECYCLE” 


Kimberly Madigan, recycling coordinator for 


Garrett County's Solid Waste and Recycling Division, brought this message to 
members of the Greater Grantsville Business Association during the group's regu- 
lar monthly meeting last week. Madigan spoke specifically about recycling in 
Grantsville, listing materials being accepted now and gave a glimpse into the fu- 
ture for additional materials that will be collected. She pointed out the savings in 
trash removal fees for businesses taking advantage of Grantsville's recycling site. 
“Cardboard is a problem for many businesses," she noted. "Boxes need to be bro- 
ken down before being put into dumpsters, which fill up quickly.”

Madigan passed out materials on starting or expanding recycling 
programs at home or in the office, an example of a balance sheet from a business 
that started a recycling program, and some helpful tip sheets on materials that can 
be recycled at sites and other places.

Everyone knows that when you 
are over 70 the second thing you lose is your short-term 
memory. What's the first? I forget.) 

The Sandy Douglass Regatta is an "invitational" re- 
gatta, meaning that boats from outside our Racing Asso- 
ciation can participate. There were a total of 44 boats rac- 
ing, with 10 from off the lake. This regatta is in memory 
of Sandy, a small, feisty Scot who was a champion canoe 
paddler and racing sailor. He designed and built the 
"Thistle" and the "Highlander" at Douglass & McCloud, 
Inc. in Ohio. After splitting with his partner, he came to 
Garrett County in the mid-50s to design and build the 
"Flying Scot." Next year we will celebrate the 50th anni 
versary of the 'Scot with big doings at Flying Scot Inc 
here in Deer Park. 

When our teen-aged son and enthusiastic Thistle sailor 
met Sandy, about 20 years ago, he was in complete awe 
He said to Sandy "That is one great boat you 
built” (referring to the Thistle). Sandy drew himself up to 
his full 5-foot, l-inch height and replied, "I’ve built three 
great boats!" 

The racing this past weekend was as good as it gets 
True, the sky was cloudy and it spit rain once in a while; 
but the wind was as steady as it gets here at Deep Creek 
from the WSW at from 5 to 10 knots. The continually 
threatening sky kept the motorboats at bay. The principle 
race Officer (PRO) was Harry Carpenter, with Don Hott 
and Matt Matthews running the committee boat.

In the second race (for the masters) on Sunday, we 
Were again in next to last place on the last down-wind leg 
when the starboard spinnaker sheet got hooked around 
the end of our main boom when I had let go of that sheet 
during a puff. We successfully hardened up for the last 
beat to the finish, but that errant sheet was then threaten 
ing to strangle me. Since we no longer needed the spinna 
Ker, my fearless crew, Marilyn Filemyr, untied the stop 
Knot in that sheet and unthreaded the sheet completely 
* That was the second "Chinese fire drill" we had experi 
enced. On the second beat we were on port tack and did 
not notice that a championship boat, under spinnaker, 
was on starboard tack and had right-of-way. I had to 
make an emergency tack onto starboard, and Marilyn was 
struggling to get up on the windward side while the jib 
sheet, flapping like mad, got wrapped around a turning 
Glock. But she got it free quickly and we held our position 

Then, as we neared the finish line, I took a long, unfa- 
vorable tack to the north and luckily got a blast of air with 
i shift to the north so that we came down onto the finish 
line on a reach to capture third. Unbeknownst to us, John 
Meredith had done that same maneuver in the Champion- 
ship Fleet to come from the middle of that fleet to get 
fourth and first place overall for the regatta. 

My good friend and colleague Ted Rissell will probably 
never forgive me. If we hadn't nosed him out for third

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Every year on the first weekend in August, the town of 
Friendsville organizes a celebration that has become 
known as "Friendsville Days." Being curious about how 
‘Friendsville Days’ got started, I contacted Ina Hicks, a 
Friendsville native and the former librarian of the Friend 

Family Association of America's library, housed in the 
old bank building at the intersection of First and Maple 
Streets in Friendsville. 

According to Hicks, the first Friendsville Days celebra- 
tion was originally planned by a group of women that 
were part of an organization/club called Town and Coun- 
try. Maxine Combs, a member of the group, wanted to 
link the first local celebration to the 350th anniversary of 
the founding of Maryland in 1634, the year the Ark and 
the Dove landed on the shores of the Potomac, carrying 
the state's first colonists 

"The original emphasis of the celebration was on his 
tory,” Hicks said. To honor Friendsville's unique past, 
Hicks said that the women's group extended invitations to 
Jim Ross, a local historian and descendent of Friendsville 
founder John Friend, and Chief Joseph Rain Crow and 
members of the Shawnee tribe that were still living in 
Friendsville. "They (the Native Americans) were here 
from the beginning,” said Hicks. Hicks added that a num- 
ber of native artifacts were discovered near the intersec 
tion of Buffalo Run and the Youghiogheny River that 
dated back 10,000 years. The artifacts were unearthed 
when the dam was drained. "They (the Indians) roamed 
the Garrett County area long before Friendsville 
founded," she said 

There is some discrepancy about the year that John 


was 


Friend originally settled in the area, Hicks said. The 
Friend Family tradition says that John Friend, his son 
Gabriel, and his brother Andrew came into Garrett 


County from Virginia in 1764 by way of McCullough’s 
Path and eventually discovered the Indian village on the 
Youghiogheny River (waters that flow in a contrary direc 
tion), in a region known to the Indians as the "Hunter's 
Bowl." One legend claims that John Friend and his wife 
Karrennhappuck bought the land and built a cabin in the 
1760s near the present day cemetery in exchange for an 
iron pot and assorted goods 

At the first celebration in 1984, Spotted Fawn, Chief 
Rain Crow's grand-niece, led the parade and Chief Rain 
Crow rode his horse in the procession. At some point dur 
ing the celebration Jim Ross and Chief Rain Crow met for 
the first time. "They sat in a tepee and talked most of the 
night,” Hicks said. Both men shared the stories they had 
received orally from their ancestors. "In the 
Ross offered the chief four acres of his own land that 
located in an area known as Bunny Knob for the price of 
$1 an and the chief accepted," Hicks said. Chief 
Rain Crow later used the land for ceremonial purposes 

In selling a portion of his land back to Rain Crow,

Ross completed the circle that began when the Shawnee 
first sold a plot of their land to John Friend. So, it is of 
reat value to understand that the founding family of 


Friendsville did not steal the land from the Indians rather; 
they purchased it through an honorable contract

The Postal Service 
moved from horse, to car- 
riage, to bicycle, to motor- 
ized vehicle, to airmail for 
mail delivery. In the last 50 
years, the Postal Service has 
concentrated on improving 
the handling and sorting of 
mail with mechanical and, 
most recently, computer- 
generated automated equip- 
ment to ensure efficient 
handling of mail 

These efficiencies have 
allowed the Postal Service 
to process large quantities of 
mail in a hub facility and 
then move the mail to 
smaller units or post offices 
for delivery.

In January, we notified

"The 1890s publications 
stress that the houses were

ins they were not, but nei- 
ther do they fit modern con- 
ceptions of _ ‘cottage.’ A 
three-story house with a 
mansard roof or one gar- 
nished with turrets does not 
conform with one's idea of a 
summer cottage’ today 
Building costs were rela 
tively low in the 1880s; 
however, places in Moun- 
tain Lake were large so that 
extended families could en 
joy them; and some of the 
owners were, by any stan- 
dards, wealthy 


"Some of the owners 
were also energetic and fru- 
gal. There was a flood on 


the Ohio River when a mer- 
chant from Wheeling was 
building his three-story cot 
tage. He bought materials 
from a lumber yard that had 
been flooded and incorpo 
rated them in the cottage, 
with the result that it still 
has several types of win- 
dows. There was a seminary 
for young women, ‘Briar 
Bend,' at the Park, and this 
same merchant later bought 
used furniture from there for 
his third-floor nursery that 
accommodated the grand 
children 

"Whatever the intent of 
the original developers, not 
all of the cottage owners 
maintained the desired level 
of sanctity. One house was 
reputedly a link in a moon 
shine distribution chain dur 
ing Prohibition. Another 
was leased one winter by its 
unwitting owner to bootleg- 
gers who let the residue 
from their labors go down 
the drain and into the river 
Their presence was discov- 
ered when some cows il a 
down-stream meadow 
turned up drunk upside- 
down and very drunk. And 
a madam from Baltimore 
brought her girls to the Park 
for several summers 

"In 1900 an Amphithea- 
tre was built across the road 
from the Tabernacle (As- 
sembly Hall). It was circu- 
lar, 172 feet in diameter, 
supported only by 36 chest 
nut posts around the pe- 
rimeter. The roof, looking 
like a big umbrella, rose 
about 75 feet at the center 
The seats were pews curved 
to the contours of the struc- 
ture, which accommodated 
5,000. The aisles, covered 
with bark and sawdust, con- 
verged on the stage, which 
held 200, while underneath 
were dressing rooms and 
toilets. The acoustics were 
no center posts, all the seats 
allowed one to see and hear. 

"When the Amphitheatre 
was demolished as a fire 
hazard in 1946 it was still so 







sturdy that it required 
chains and tractors to pull it 
down. One does not even 
now say much about that, 
unless prepared for an emo- 
tional response from people 
who remember the structure 
fondly." 

In Ms. Love's @ook, and 
from various other sources, 
one can learn that Moun- 
tain Lake Park had at one 
time numerous hotels and

Faced with dwindling 
blood *supplies, American 
Red Cross officials are ask- 
ing eligible Types O, A, and 
B donors to donate by the 
double red cell method to 
boost critically low supplies 

Double red cell collec- 
tion is a form of blood do- 
nation~that~uses~a~speciat 
machine to process the do- 
nation. The donor's blood is 
drawn through one arm and 
channeled through a sterile, 
single-use tubing set. Using 
a centrifuge, the automated 
system separates and 
lects the most needed com 
ponent in this case, two 
units of red blood cells 
then safely returns the re- 
maining components back 
to the donor

Purebred Dogs Can 
be Found at Shelters 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
Although I liked most of your 
answer to the person who correctly 
wrote that breeding should not be 
encouraged, it left the impression 
that only “mutts” are available at 
shelters. The truth is that about 25 
percent of all dogs at shelters are 
purebreds, and they are readily 
available at nearly any shelter. 

We have two Chihuahua/Pomera- 
nians from a shelter. Although they 
are regularly advertised for around 
$400 in the newspaper here, mine 
cost only $26 each for an adoption 
fee. I do volunteer transport for 
shelters, and last month transport- 
ed a full blood “Sheltie,” along with 
her AKC papers, from a shelter to 
an adoptive home. 

The trainer at the local shelter has 
three purebreds, the same breed 
advertised at $900 for pet-quality 
dogs in the paper, but all three were 
adopted from shelters in the area. 
Please tell people that these are 
available too. — Dan S., Spokane 
Valley, Wash. 


DEAR DAN: Thanks! I didn’t men 
tion that there are indeed pet-quality 
purebreds at shelters. Of course, if a 
potential owner is dead-set on a partic 
ular breed, he or she may have to 
search several shelters or wait for the 
right dog to come along 

The stories behind each of these 
dogs can be heartbreaking, of course 
In many cases, the original owners just 
couldn’t keep the dog. This was the 
case a few years ago when Dalmatian 
puppies became wildly popular 
leading to a huge number of this breed 
being abandoned at shelters when 
families found that Dalmatians are not 
always the easiest pets to manage 

So, if you're searching for a new 
companion, be sure to check the local 
shelters. The perfect dog may be wait 
ing for you

ONLINE IN THE REAL WORLD 


by Joan Crawford 

I see them snapping open their cell phones, whizzing 
through the mall with their iPods, concentrating on their 
next move in a video game, and I know that these pro- 
ducts of the Information Age are "wired" to the digital 
world. They move at one speed — fast forward. For them, 
e-mail has become "snail mail" as they communicate with 
friends by instant message. How often do members of my 
generation who cannot connect a DVD or program a 
VCR hear a voice from across the room, "Let the grand- 
kids do it"? And so we do! 

We admire the techno-savvy of these teenagers and 
young adults who have grown up in a world that demands 
instant gratification at the push of a button. Yet, at the 
same time, we wonder if they are missing something 

Some of these digital geniuses reportedly spend 6-7 
hours a day in front of a screen and can't stand to have 
unscheduled time because they don't know what to do 
with it. Sociologists have dubbed them “the multi-tasking 
generation" and given extreme examples of groups of 
teens who instant message three or four friends, listen to 
their favorite CD, watch Survivor on television, and do 
their homework all in the same moment. Parents com- 
plain that there is no time for family conversations 
Teachers are concerned about the lack of quiet time to 
think and reflect 

We wonder if they are so immersed in their electronic 
worlds of virtual reality that they are losing touch with the 
real world 

Like most of us senescents who remember the way life 
was before computers, I think of the simple pleasures we 
found in the world outdoors and the magical moments we 
experienced there. I wonder if these young people ever 
take time to watch clouds drift across a sunset sky, chang. 
ing shape and color as they move. Do they walk the beach 
looking for shells and feel the waves curl around their 
toes? Do they ever go fishing r swing on a birch tree? 

Che old English teacher in me and | think of a 
poem by Robert Frost — a simple little poem about a 
young New England farm boy who lived too far from 
town to play baseball and whose only play was what he 
found himself. He perfected the art of climbing the birch 
trees there on the farm, swinging out and down to the 
ground. When I taught the poem to a class of college 
freshmen, we discussed how Frost used the metaphor of 
climbing a birch tree to represent getting away from the 
mundane routine or dreaming of doing something better 
with one's life. Then we would talk about building a tree

house — up off the ground — and how a child's imagination 

ould make a tree house anything from a castle on a hill 
to a secret hideaway. Frost's poem ended with the line 
One could do worse than be a swinger of birches 


I remember our house in Pittsburgh that was sur 


rounded by locust trees, sumacs, and a few wild cherry 
trees. We never climbed the locusts because of the thorns 
[here were no birches, but the sumac saplings were sup 


ple enough to swing down to the ground. One of the wild 
cherry trees had branches just right for climbing and a 
very smooth bark. We built a tree house of sorts in that 
tree with planks for the floor, a piece of plywood for a 
wall, and an old green and orange striped awning for the 
roof. Two neighborhood boys our high school 
shop teacher, helped my sisters and me build it. We were 
quite proud of it and spent many happy hours there 
Sometimes I would go there alone just to sit and look 
down on the elderberry bushes below. It was a great place 
to daydream. Shortly after I graduated from high school 
we moved away from that neighborhood. Then the war

BENEFICIAL INTEREST POLICY CHANGING 

The Preston County Farm Service Agency informs 
producers of beneficial interest policy revisions for Loan 
Deficiency Payment (LDP) and Marketing Assistance 
Loan (MAL) eligibility 

A producer is considered to have beneficial interest in a 
commodity when he/she maintains (1) control of the 
commodity, (2) risk of loss, and (3) title to the commod 
ity 

Open Storage — Producers who deliver to a Commodity 
Credit Corporation (CCC)-approved warehouse and the 
commodity is placed in open storage for a term of 15 cal 
endar days or more will lose beneficial interest in the com 
modity on the 16th calendar day of the physical delivery 
unless an approved warehouse receipt can be provided to 
the producer 

Unapproved Facilities - Producers who deliver commodi 
ties to a facility where the commodity is commingled with 

modities from other producers are ineligible for a 

M: arketing Assistance Loan (MAL) or Loan Deficiency 
Payment (LDP), if the facility is not authorized by state or 
federal law to store such commodities for the benefit of 
producers. Therefore, delivery of commodities to a loca 
tion that is not considered a CCC-approved or state or 
federally licensed facility will result in loss of beneficial 
interest in the commodity on the date of physical delivery 

Deliveries of a commodity to entities such as a dairy 
ethanol plant, wool pool, feed mill, or any 
other unapproved storage facility will result in loss of 
beneficial interest on the date of delivery, regardless of 
any other action or agreement between such an entity and 
the producer

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AIR CONDITIONERS AND REFRIGERATORS 

by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q. My dad got mad at me for leaving the refrigerator door 
open to cool down the room. He said it actually made the 
room hotter, but it felt good to me. Besides, isn’t a refrigerator 
and an air conditioner just the same thing? What’s the differ- 
ence? 

There are many similarities between refrigerators and 
air conditioners: They both cool down a limited volume 
of space by removing heat from it, and dumping that 
waste heat elsewhere. In both cases, you pay the electric 
company to move heat from one place to another. The big 
difference comes in what is meant by “elsewhere.’ 

An air conditioner operates between the inside of a 
wall and the outside. If it’s mounted in a window frame 
the basic operation is still the same. Heat is taken from 
inside the room and dumped outside the building 
“Elsewhere” means “the great outdoors.” 

A refrigerator does the same thing, but on a smaller 
scale: It extracts heat from inside a box (with a volume of 
10 or 20 cubic feet) and throws the heat away on the other 
side of the refrigerator wall. Which means that 
“elsewhere” is still inside the room where the refrigerator 
sits. The room (usually the kitchen) is made a little 
warmer because of the heat deposited there by the refrig 
erator 

If you open the door of the refrigerator, at first an 
amount of cool air will come out, and if you’re standing

right there, it will feel cool for a moment. But then the 
inside of the refrigerator gets a little warmer, and very 
soon, the refrigerator starts running again in order to cool 
it back down. If the door remains open, it won't get any- 
where. The refrigerator will just keep on running, remov- 
ing heat from the inside air and releasing it out the back of 
the refrigerator, into the room. And all that time the elec- 
tric meter keeps running. 

In any machinery, the efficiency is never perfect, so the 
heat being thrown away will always be greater than the 
heat removed from inside the space being cooled. That is 
true for either a refrigerator or an air conditioner. It goes 
under the name of The Second Law of Thermodynamics. 

You can’t get around that law, but when you're run- 
ning an air conditioner and “elsewhere” means “the great 
outdoors,” you're not concerned with the heat thrown 
away — you're paying attention to the indoor temperature, 
to the heat removed from the air in the room you care 
about 

Generally, the wind blows away that discarded “waste 
heat.” But in the case of a big city, measurements over 
many years have shown that there is a heat island effect 
the city is somewhat warmer than the surrounding coun 
tryside. It’s all a little like the open refrigerator door 
“elsewhere” is not far enough away, and the waste heat 
discarded just outside each person’s walls sticks around 
the city, making the city hotter. When a weather front is 
stationary, the heat sticks around and the heat island effect 
gets worse — until a cooler weather front comes along 

Years ago, before there was air conditioning, people 
would sometimes set up a fan to blow over a large block 
of ice, in the hope of cooling a room. If the ice were 
brought in from outside the building, you could actually 
be a little ahead of the game, thermodynamically. But the 
trouble is, all that melting ice would add water to the air, 
and the room would be less comfortable because of the 
increased humidity

ClosetMaid officials will 
be in the county on Monday 
and Tuesday, director Jim 
Hinebaugh, Garrett County 
Department of Econom- 
ic Development, reported 
to the commissioners this 
week. The director also dis- 
cussed vocational training 
projects being developed by 
his department. 

The officials will hold a 
round-table discussion with 
representatives from the 
Maryland Department of 
Labor, Licensing, and Reg- 
ulation, Western Maryland 
Consortium, Garrett Col- 
lege,.and_others-to-begin-the 
company’s hiring process. 

The Ocala, Fla., based 
corporation broke ground 
in April at the Northern 
Garrett Industrial Park near 
Grantsville. Construction 
of the 154,000 square foot 
manufacturing and distri- 
bution facility should be 
completed by the end of 
this year. The company will 
initially use the plant as a 
distribution center, before 
manufacturing begins in Feb- 
ruary, Hinebaugh noted 

ClosetMaid, which makes 
home storage and organiza- 
tion products, expects to 
employ approximately 250 
people within the next five 
years. 

“It’s possible to go well 
beyond that,” Hinebaugh 
said about the 250 figure 
But, he quickly added, 
growth will only happen if 
ClosetMaid hires a good 
initial managerial staff and 
work crew. 

Hinebaugh noted that 
since ClosetMaid first be- 
gan plans to build in Garrett 
County more than six years 
ago, the county’s unemploy 
ment rate has greatly de 
creased. Last year the rate 
was 4.8 percent. This year 
Hinebaugh expects the rate 
to be about 4.5 percent, 
which represents about 600 
people. As a result, Closet 
Maid will have to offer an 
attractive pay and benefits

Easement Purchase on 543 Acres 
of Local Farmland is Approved 


Governor Robert I 
Ehrlich Jr. announced on 
Wednesday Board of Pub 
lic Works approval of the 
purchase of easements pro- 
tecting 543 acres of prime 
western Maryland farm 
land in Garrett, Allegany, 
Washington, and Frederick 
counties for $1.9 million 
This approval brings the 
total farmland protected in 
perpetuity by the Maryland 
Agricultural Land Preserva- 
tion Foundation (MALPF) 
in the four counties to 
33,181 acres

Table Rock Area Residents Voice 
Concerns About Water Line Proj. 


Table Rock residents met 
with the Garrett County 
commissioners this week to 
express their concerns and 
to learn more about a water 
line project that is slated 
for their area. Mettiki Coal 
Corporation, located along 
Table Rock Road, will con- 
struct the system to serve 
properties that are without 
water because of its mining 
operations. Other residents 
will also have an opportu- 
nity to connect to the line 

Only five Table Rock area 
residents attended the meet- 
ing. Linda Kyle, however, 
said many others wanted to 
attend, but they had to work. 
She asked numerous ques- 
tions on their behalf. 

“T understand you trust 
this company,” she told 
county officials, “but you 
must understand my dis- 
trust.” 

Mettiki has been sup- 
plying “water buffaldes” to 
properties that the company 
has deemed have been af- 
fected-by its operations: But 
others are also without Wwa- 
ter for some time. Kyle said 
one of her neighbors has 
to dip water from a spring 
located along the road and 
lug it back to her home. Kyle 
questions that water’s sani- 
tary conditions and wonders 
how residents will be able 
to afford to connect to the 
water line 

“It would be a real shame 
for these people who have 
waited so long to have the 
water line and to not be able 
to afford to hook up to it,” 
Richard Kyle said 

Garrett County Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities in- 
terim director Linda Lind- 
sey provided an overview of 
the project. The county met 

with Mettiki approximately 
one month ago, she said 
The company will design, 
provide a cost estimate, and 
construct a six-inch water 
line along Table Rock Road

estimate is provided, the 
county will determine if 
Mettiki will pay for the en- 
tire project or if the county 
will fund a portion of it 

Once the financial ar- 
rangements are worked out, 
Mettiki should begin con 
struction of the line the first 
part of September, Lindsey 
said. The project is expected 
to take 45 days 

“So, if all goes as planned, 
it should be complete by the 
end of October,” Commis- 
sioner Ernie Gregg said 
“That’s one of the advan- 
tages of the private sector 
doing this.” 

Lindsey explained that if 
the county were to construct 
the line, the project would 
take much longer. Designs 
would have to be submit 
ted and approved by the 
Maryland Department of 
the Environment, funding 
sources located, and con- 
struction work bid out under 
the-county’s procurement 
policies 

“Roughly, it would be 
next year before the proj 
ect would be finished,” she 
said 

Another advantage of 
having Mettiki construct 
the line, the commissioners 
pointed out, is that Table 
Rock water customers will 
not have to pay any debt ser- 
vice for the new system 

Once the line is con- 
structed, inspected, and ap- 
proved, the county will own, 
operate, and maintain the 
system, Gregg said. The line 
will be part of the Gorman 
Sanitary District 

“There is something we 
need to make clear,” he 
added, “The county will be 
billing for water.” 

Some residents deemed 
affected by the mining op 
erations, however, may have 
reached or are in the process 
of reaching private agree- 
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ments with Mettiki for the 
company to pay for their 
water. 

For others, Public Utili- 
ties’ standard fee will be 
$54 a quarter for 0 to 6,000 
gallons of water. Each ad- 
ditional 100 gallons will cost 
$6 

Linda Kyle asked how 
much residents will have to 
pay to connect to the line. 

“If Mettiki has taken your 
water, they will pay for the 
connection,” said Commis- 
sioner Fred Holliday 

For residents that Met- 
tiki has not deemed affected 
by mining, the connection 
cost will be $2,000, which 
is Public Utilities’ standard 
connection fee for all dis- 
tricts except McHenry. The 
fee there is $2,800 

The interim director not- 
ed that Community Action 
and the Garrett County De- 
partment of Social Services 
may be able to help residents 
with their water bills 

Kyle also wanted to know 
if residents had to hook up 
to the water line if it comes 
past their homes. She noted 
that the state does require 
residents to connect to sewer

The world is steadily becoming a more dangerous 
place, with the current heightened warfare in the 
Middle East, the on-going fighting in Iraq and Af- 
ghanistan, the constant stream of threats from Iran 
and North Korea, continued tension between Paki- 
stan and India, civil war and military coups in vari- 

‘us African nations, illegal immigration problems, 

ic., etc. The level of hatred and rage among the 
many sides in all of this seems to be at an all-time 
high, at least in recent decades. The success of diplo- 
matic resolution appears to be more unlikely than 
ever. 

Among the many questions to be pondered is, are 
the actions of the United States making the world 
more dangerous, or are they necessary to ultimately 
make the world safer? There are decidedly still two 
camps on this issue. However, even some of those 
who continue to support the current administration's 
stay-the-course plan, particularly in Iraq, are grow- 
ing weary and more afraid, and beginning to ques- 
tion if it will eventually be worth it. All Americans, 
and the great majority of people throughout the 
world, just want the fighting to stop so that our 
young people in uniform can come home. 

On the one hand, attempting to sit down and ne- 
gotiate with terrorists/extremists is rarely effective; 
with some, it is laughable to even consider it. On the 
other hand, it is true that violence generally begets 
violence. The notion that we — or anyone — can ulti- 
mately wipe out all terrorists is pie in the sky; it 
won't happen. The war in which America is cur- 
rently engaged is not against a nation, or an easily 
recognizable enemy (e.g., Japan or Germany in 
WWII). Making it even more difficult is that most of 
the terrorists are ready and willing to commit suicide 
for their cause, and there seems to be a never-ending 
stream of them. 

No, we cannot forget about the victims of the 
9/11/01 attack on America. But using the words of 
President Bush, “rooting out and destroying those 
responsible" has proven to be a far more difficult 
task than probably even he imagined. Are we even 
battling the party responsible for 9/11? 

And no, we cannot just pack up our troops this 
afternoon and bring them all home, which at this 
point would essentially be admitting defeat, making 
the deaths of our 2,500-plus troops in vain, and sub- 
jecting Iraq to total chaos. But somehow we have to 
figure out a way to quickly get Iraq on its feet and 
then get out. While some considerable progress can 
be identified, in recent weeks things seem to be back- 
sliding into a civil war situation, about which there 
may be little we can do. 

Could it be that the money, energy, focus, and 
human investment being spent in Iraq could be bet- 
ter spent on simply shoring up our intelligence ef- 
forts and defenses at home? Again, we will never rid 
the world of terrorists, and futile attempts to do so in 
ot! r lands will always cost us dearly.

Approximately 50% of 
persons with bipolar disor- 
der or schizophrenia do not 
understand that they even 
have the illness, so discon- 
tinuation rates are very 
high. Therefore, it is very 
important to avoid barriers 
to the use of the best medi- 
cation for the individual!

dire. They include long- 


term hospitalization, home- 
lessness, and _ criminaliza- 
tion.

Not to sound like a backwoods bumpkin (and I admit- 
tedly am that to a degree), I am intrigued by languages, 
especially accents. I would guess that I have a slight ac- 
cent myself, growing up here in the mountains, but it's not 
a cool one. When we were in Orlando, we were sur- 
rounded by folks who spoke different tongues and had 
lovely dialects.

So it was Wednesday. The five of us Garrett Countians 
were about to drop over dead from the heat, so we headed 
off to Typhoon Lagoon, a Disney water park. We are wa- 
ter park fans. Give us a water park and a locker big 
enough to hold our stuff, and we're good to go for the 
whole day. Of course, being Disney, this is an impressive 
place. Every Disney "kingdom" has its own central piéce 
de résistance (the castle, the golf ball, the magic hat, etc.) 
At this place, there is a tall peak, and pierced on its very 
tip is a huge fishing boat. It's quite a sight, and hard to 
describe. You can see it from all points of the park, as it's 
the focal point of the theme — there's been this huge 
storm, ya see, and that boat was tossed so high it landed 
20 stories up. It's almost a little freaky, prompting a few 
Katrina-tsunami recollections. But what the heck the 
water was pleasant and the wave pool was churning, so 
we were all over it. 

The wave pool was amusing. These were giant waves 
Big and overwhelming, and sporadic. Some wave pools 
offer a constant roll of smaller waves, which rock one's 
body up and down, up and down... until one wishes to 
throw up.

So we were standing in line (I could start every para- 
graph with that phrase) for some kind of bruising raft ride, 
and the family in front of us was, as we mimed to each 
other, Scottish.

A plethora of 
lovely accents! (I'm a bumpkin, no question about it.) The 
girls, probably about 6, were just beautiful, with brilliant 
blue eyes and long hair. And they were both wearing 
these full-body swim outfits, like thin warm-up suits, mak- 
ing them look a little like Thing One and Thing Two 
Holy cow, they were cute. And they chattered the whole 
time we were in line. Robert, my socially aware 14-year- 
old, finally nudged me and suggested I stop eavesdrop 
ping so blatantly. That was the line that was so long, the 
attendants started hosing us down — I'm not kidding 
They sprayed us with water. Really cold water. John told 
us that the name of the kind of twisting, double-backing 
line we were in so much is called a "bull pen.” And that 
made total sense, as we shuffled along, being sprayed 
down by these 20-something attendants (John says they 
are properly called "cast members."). I did have the urge 
to moo. It seemed right. As we got closer, one of the little 
kids in front of us grabbed the hose and quickly sprayed 
one of the cast members back. The whole line cheered 
Oh, how we amuse ourselves as we wait to ride a raft 
down a little slope, finishing up in less than two minutes 
after having waited for 45. Kinda brainless e 

But of course, the favorite thing of that entire park for 
John and me, two middle-aged, overworked parents of 
three, was the "Castaway Creek," a lazy river loop that 
circled the entire park. One circuit took a very long time, 
and that was just fine. The boys went off and let them 
selves get beaten up by the wave pool while John and | 
floated around and around in the creek, not caring much 
about anything... except for the occasional rowdy groups 
of kids who thought it was a laugh-riot to disturb middle- 
aged, overworked parents. Then there was the woman on 
her cell phone — yes, on her phone while riding her tube 
around, chattering in that loud kind of cell phone voice 
Good gravy, lady, give it a rest. This cell phone phenome 
non gets on my nerves. What in the world did we do be- 
fore these Star Trek communicators arrived on the scene? 
How did we last through a whole half-hour on a lazy river 
without talking to Madge about what transpired on Suni- 
vor last night? Cheesh. But I digress... 

Another language event on our v'cation involved these 
large — and loud — youth groups from Brazil. They were 
everywhere — every park, every elevator, every bathroom 
You could spot them by the pink backpacks — they all 
had pink backpacks. The other key identifying characteris- 
tic was their affinity for cheering. Oh, they loved the 
cheers. And they broke into them, all 50 kids, at the drop 
of a hat. Suddenly you would be barraged with a jarring, 
multi-decibel chant, complete with clapping, that would 
go on and on and on until your ears bled. We found that, 
automatically, as a family unit, we would turn and go the 
other way when one of those mind-numbing chants 
started up.

But it was a fun day, a day of languages and water 
rides, a day of raisin-like fingertips. It was certainly okay 
in the end to put on some dry clothes after marinating for 
so long. And we needed our rest — for the next morning,

I was the principle race officer (PRO) for this regatta, 
scheduled for two races on Saturday and one on Sunday. 
Howard Wiley was my boat captain and my wife Carol 
and my friend Ted Rissell helped out with recording re- 
sults, raising flags, dropping and picking up marks and 
anchors, etc. They also provided really helpful comments 
and criticisms... which I mostly ignored. 

The Women's Invitational is sailed in two fleets; the 
Championship Fleet competitors have all-women teams, 
while the Challenger Fleet has a woman at the helm and 
may have a man in the crew. This event has been growing 
slowly over the years, and I was straek by how well these 
women handled their boats. For many of these young 
women this is their only sailing experience for the year 

Accuweather predicted breezes of 2-5 knots NE, and 
when we went out to set the marks at 11 a.m. for a noon 
start, that's what we had. But NE is an awkward direction 
for the south end of Deep Creek Lake. With the light air 
we set a short, three-legged, windward/leeward course 
aligned with the NE direction, but that meant sometimes 
N and sometimes E and sometimes... nothing. As | 
looked up at the windward mark I understood why. There 
was this hill behind the mark that would funnel the breeze 
either left or right 

We got both fleets off on time and they had a reason- 
able beat up to the windward mark. Then they stalled as 
they came into the lee of that darned hill. We then asked 
our patrol boat by radio to pull the leeward mark in closer 
to the finish. The sailboats finally got moving again, and 
we finished the first boat in about 45 minutes; not too bad 
for the light air. We all then went in to the Deep Creek

‘Tony Stewart’s experience has made him a... 


ROAD 
WARRIOR

Atlanta 
' recent performances are any indica- 
tion, it wouldn’t be wise to bet against 
Tony Stewart this weekend at Watkins 
Glen International. 

He enters Sunday’s AMD at The Glen, a 
90-lap race run on the 11-turn, 2.45-mile 
course, having won the past two races and 
three out of the past four there. He’s also 
quite adept at Infineon Raceway, the other 
road course on the Nextel Cup circuit. 

His two victories there, including one 
last year, give him five road-course wins in 
15 career starts, and he has four other top 
10 finishes on road courses. 

Although Stewart came through the 
ranks driving sprint and open-wheel cars 
on oval tracks, he credits his early years 
in go-carts with-helping-him adaptto 
tracks that require turning right and left 

“As far as full-size cars, you didn’t see a 
lot of road racing in my background, [but] 
the fact that I did race go-carts taught me a 
lot about road-course racing,” Stewart 
said during a teleconference last week. “It 
was just a matter of learning and adapt 
ing to a 3,400-pound car on a road course.”

Some key storylines as the Cup Series heads to Watkins Glen: 


Big names seek spot in Chase 

Maybe it's going to finally be Jimmie Johnson's year to 
win a Nextel Cup championship. 

Johnson, who has finished second twice and fifth twice, 
can look to history for added hope now that he has won for 
the first time at Indianapolis Motor Speedway. 

Five of the previous 12 winners at the Brickyard went on 
to win the Nextel Cup championship that year — Jeff 
Gordon in 1998 and 2001, Dale 
Jarrett in 1997, Bobby Labonte in 
2000 and Tony Stewart in 2005. 

For Johnson, just getting out of 
Indy unscathed is a good sign. 
Last year, he had dominated the 
points race up to the 400, where 
he crashed, finished 38th and lost 
his momentum. Stewart, last 
year’s race winner, seized contro] 
of the points race from Johnson 
at Indy and topped the standings 
for all but one week the rest of 
the season 

This year, Johnson appears to 
be all but a lock to be among the 
top 10 who will compete in the 
championship-deciding Chase for the Nextel Cup, which be 
gins after the Sept. 9 race at Richmond International 
Raceway. 

Here are some other observations as the Chase comes 
more into focus 

» Dale Earnhardt Jr.: With five more races to run before 
the start of the Chase, the prevailing sentiment among the 
drivers in contention seemed to be relief that they had made 
it through another week without a major setback 

There was a collective, but brief, sigh of relief at Indy after 
three of the sport’s top stars — Earnhardt Jr, Gordon and 
Stewart — overcame problems in the Allstate 400 that could 
have jeopardized their Chase hopes. Many feel the absence of 
Earnhardt and Gordon from last year’s Chase took much of 
the luster off the title run 

Earnhardt, who had finished 43rd in the past two Cup 
races, was all but absent for most of Sunday’s race. He was 
mired in 28th place when a caution flag with 18 laps to go 
gave him and his crew a chance to take a gamble that could 
stop his skid 

While most of the drivers ahead of him made pit stops, he 
stayed on the track, took over second place, but became a sit 
ting duck to the shooters behind him with fresher tires 

The gamble paid off. Earnhardt led briefly and finished 
sixth, which put him back in the top 10 in points 

“I'd love to have a better car where we didn’t have to make 
those kinds of calls,” an exhausted Earnhardt said: “We took 
a chance and made it work.” 

- Gordon and Stewart: Gordon made a similar recovery, 
but it took him the whole race. He fell three laps behind 
when a part of his sway bar broke just after the start of the 
race. His crew made repairs, and he raced his way back to 
the lead lap and finished 16th, which boosted him one spot to 
eighth in the points standings. 

Likewise, Stewart made a nice recovery in the Allstate 400, 
moving up a spot in the standings to ninth despite early race 
problems with loose lug nuts that put him as low as 35th. He 
recovered to finish eighth 

+ Kasey Kahne: Kahne entered Sunday’s race as a favorite 
to win and likely be a Chase participant, but that all changed 
before the checkered flag fell. He ran among the leaders for 
most of the race, but wrecked on the last lap and finished 
36th, which dropped him out of the top 10 for the first time 
since the first race of the season and illustrated how quickly 
a solid points position can melt away. He has dropped from 
third in points after the road race at Infineon Raceway to 
11th, largely because of five finishes of 23rd or worse in the 
past six races 

* Matt Kenseth and Mark Martin: Kenseth and Roush 
Racing teammate Martin continued their steady march to 
ward Chase berths. Kenseth’s runner-up run was his 11th 
top-five finish of the season, and Martin’s fifth-place finish 
was his 10th top-10 finish. Martin said his car still needs a lit 
tle tuneup if it’s going to take the title, but he’s ready. “This 
old man ain't gave up yet,” he said 

« Kevin Harvick and Jeff Burton: Richard Childress’ 
two veteran drivers, Harvick and Burton, continued their 
steady run toward berths in the Chase. Harvick finished 
third in the Allstate 400, while Burton, the pole-sitter, was 
15th, but Burton heads to Watkins Glen a solid third in 
points, and Harvick is fourth. 

+ Fresh faces: It’s looking as if there will be a fresh face or 
two in the Chase, or at least in the race to it. Kyle Busch and 
rookie Denny Hamlin continue to perform like veterans 
Busch took the lead late in Sunday’s race by staying on the 
track, like Earnhardt, while most of the leaders pitted. He 
parlayed that into a seventh-place finish that leaves him fifth 
in points. Hamlin finished 10th despite his involvement in a 
last-lap wreck. He moved up a spot to seventh in the stand 
ings

Thrift Shop is celebrating its 8th anniversary this month. The shop faces the rail- 
road tracks along First Avenue in Loch Lynn Heights. Under the auspices of the 
Garrett Cooperative Ministry Inc., the store receives and sorts donated items, orga- 
nizing them for sale at low prices or for free to individuals in critical need with no 
funding available. The individuals are referred to the shop by the many helping 


agencies in the county 


The store is staffed and run totally by volunteers, who 


process clothing, toys, books, housewares, furniture, and major and minor appli- 
ances. Any proceeds remaining after paying the mortgage, insurance, utilities, and 
supplies are divided; half goes to capital improvements, and the remaining half is 
used for monetary assistance to help individuals in crisis situations (who have 
been recommended by the agencies) and programs designed to keep people from 
getting into crisis situations. "In 2005, Christian Crossing dispensed $35,000 to 
such individuals and programs for security deposits, utility bills, and other perti- 
nent needs,” said a ministry spokesperson. Clothing that the store cannot use is 
sent to the local Gortner Garment Industry, which repairs, cleans, and prepares the 
items for overseas shipment through the larger Christian Aid Ministry. “Last year 
alone, Christian Crossing Thrift Shop prevented at least 52 tons (of clothing) from 
going to the landfill,” said the spokesperson.

Green tea (along with black and oolong tea) comes 
from the plant Camellia sinensis, found in Africa, Asia, 
The primary compounds in green 
tea are catechins of which a substance called EGCG is 
the most abundant. These compounds are responsible 
for green tea's antioxidant activity. Antioxidants destroy 
substances known as free radicals, which damage body 

ells. Free radicals are generated from normal bodily 


smoke. Cigarette smoking increases the risk of heart 
and lung disease, especially lung cancer. Interestingly, 
the rates of cigarette smoking are higher in Asia, than in 
the U.S., while the rates of heart disease and lung cancer 


from heart disease. For every 100,000 Japanese men, 
186 will die from heart disease 

A recent review of studies suggests that the decrease 
in heart disease risk might be due to the higher rates of 
green tea consumption. The dose of green tea is usually 
1 or 2 teaspoons of tea steeped in 1 cup of water and 
drunk up to 4 times daily. Green tea should not be used 
by women who are pregnant or breast feeding.

shake and you'd eat about five times as many calories as 
you'd get from that veggie smorgasbord. Get the picture? 
If you need to feel full when you eat, the key is to fill up 
with good stuff. 

If you don’t find most vegetables appetizing, find some 
that you like. Or disguise them. Sprinkle grated cheese, 
olive oil, Tabasco, tomato sauce, or pesto sauce on them. 
Even if you add a couple of hundred calories worth of a 
topping, you'll still eat fewer calories in total than you 
would if you had a fast-food or processed-food item. 

Throw extra veggies into everything you make at 
home: sandwiches, eggs, casseroles, burgers, pizza, soups, 
frozen dinners, pasta. If you eat out, always order vegeta- 
ble side dishes or veggie toppings on pastas, pizza, sand- 
wiches, and burgers. 

2. Drink no calorie or low calorie. 

Liquid calories don't seem to register as extra caloric 
intake in the body. As a result, your body doesn't dial 
down how much you eat later; you simply store the extra 
calories from that soda as fat. So cultivate a taste for water 
to soothe your palate or unsweetened tea. Or add a splash 
of juice to a glass of water. If you knock out the sodas, 
juices, energy drinks, smoothies, beer, wine, and coffee 
concoctions, you can save hundreds, even thousands, of 
calories every single day. Depending on how much you 
drink, if you simply switched to no-cal drinks, you could 
drop pounds in a matter of months 
3. Eat more fruit. 

Several fad diets spread the nasty rumor that fruit is 
fattening. It's not and you should eat as much of it as pos- 
sible. Sure, any food calories add up. But find one person 
who got fat from eating too many oranges, bananas, and 
watermelon. People get fat from eating too much fried 
food, fast food, sugar drinks, and processed items. Eat 
fruit every day, every snack, every meal, if you can. Eat it 
in place of a sweet snack, or halve your dessert and in- 
clude fruit. 

4. Eat more good fats. 

Certain items like avocados, nuts, and olives have a 
reputation for being fattening and so many people avoid 
them. Not a good idea. These contain fats that your body 
needs. 

* Munch on nuts every day. Eight walnut halves, about 
a handful, have around 100 calories and lots of fiber. One 
candy bar has over 200, 

* Snack on olives. Ten black olives have about 50 calo- 
ries. One small order of fries has about 300. The olives 
have fewer calories, but are mostly healthy unsaturated 
fat. The fries have more calories and are high in bad, satu- 
rated fat. 

* Add avocados to dishes. Spread guacamole instead of 
butter on a piece of whole-grain toast: Yum! A half an 
avocado has 150 calories —- and healthy, unsaturated fat 
along with vitamins and minerals. Add an avocado to a 
tomato and basil salad along with a splash of olive oil, 
vinegar, salt, and pepper and your dish is less than 200 
calories. Compare that to a classic Cobb salad, which can

In some cases, 
extracurricular activities supplement the curriculum. Students who register for one 
course in a learning community must register for all other courses in that learning 
community (e.g., students who take ENG101 must also take BIO101, MAT105, and

LOW-COST LOANS AVAILABLE 
FOR GRAIN STORAGE FACILITIES 
Grain producers might do well to look into the avail- 
ability of special low-cost government loans and give 
some thought to building their own on-farm storage facili- 


ties 


"Funds are currently available for producers to build or 
remodel farm storage facilities for a variety of commodi- 
ties, including wheat, oats, barley, and corn,” said Eric M. 
McCartney, executive director for the Preston County 
Farm Service Agency. "The August 2006 interest rate is 


5.125 percent.” 


The seven-year Farm Storage Facility Loans are avail- 
able for the purchase and installation of eligible storage 
facilities, permanently affixed drying or handling equip- 
ment, or remodeling existing facilities. Eligible facilities 
include new conventional-type cribs or bins and new and 
remanufactured oxygen-limiting and other upright silo- 


type structures 


According to McCarey, landowners, operators, ten- 
ants, and sharecroppers are eligible for the loan program 
as long as they meet program guidelines. "Chief among 
the criteria are a satisfactory credit history and the ability 


to repay the loan 


The borrower also has to produce the 


commodity to be stored and show a need for increased 


storage capacity." 


All farm storage facility loans are secured by a promis- 
sory note and security agreement, McCartney said. For 
loans exceeding $50,000 or where a borrower’s aggregate 
outstanding loan balance exceeds $50,000, a lien on real 


estate will be required 


[he maximum amount that may be borrowed is 85 
percent of the net cost of the storage or handling equip- 
ment, up to $100,000 for each borrower. A minimum 
down payment is also required. 

FARM RECONSTITUTIONS USING 
DESIGNATION BY LANDOWNER EXPLAINED 

McCartney reminds producers of the availability of 
farm reconstitutions by the designation of the landowner. 
A reconstitution is defined as a change in the land consti- 
tuting a farm as a result of combining or dividing tracts or 


farms 


The designation by landowner method of farm 


reconstitutions is the division of bases in the manner 
agreed to by the parent farm owner and purchaser or 


transferee 


Base acres are the number of acres of a covered com- 


modity (i.e., 


corn, oats, wheat, barley, etc.) established 


according to regulations by the owner(s) of the farm. The 
designation by landowner method may be used when: (1) 
part of a farm is sold or ownership is transferred; (2) an 
entire farm is sold to two or more persons; (3) farm own- 
ership is transferred to two or more persons; (4) part of a 
tract is sold or ownership is transferred; (5) a tract is sold 
to two or more persons, Or (6) tract ownership is trans- 


ferred to two or more persons 


The reconstitution request 


shall be signed by all of the sellers and buyers or transfer 


ees 


lo use the designation by landowner method, the land 
sold or transferred must have been owned for at least 
three years. Also, the owner of the parent farm and the 
purchaser or transferee shall file a memorandum of under- 
standing designating bases before the farm is reconstituted 
or any subsequent transfer of ownership. The county FSA 
committee may waive the three-year ownership require- 
ment if it can be determined that the sale was not primar- 


ily to keep or sell bases 


If the committee determines that bases cannot be di- 
vided in the manner designated, the owner shall be noti- 
fied and permitted to revise the designation. If a revised 
designation is not provided within a reasonable time, or if 
it does not comply with procedure, the bases will be di- 
vided using the next appropriate method

Q. When we go to the ocean, my kids are able to build really 
tall sand castles, with pointy spires all around. But that doesn’t 
work in a freshwater lake — they can just make big square lumps 
of sand. How come? 

The difference is because of the chemicals dissolved in 
the ocean water. The combination of ocean water and sand 
makes a form of very weak Cément, just strong enough fo 
allow pointy towers to stand for a whil« 

Ocean water contains many chemicals, including sodium 
chloride, NaCl, which is ordinary table salt 
water its familiar taste. But there are lots of 
dissolved in sea water besides. Carbon di 
fuses into the ocean from the air 
as well, and calcium carbonate, CaCO3, is thx 
shellfish are made out of. Over millions of years 
dead shellfish settle to the bottom of the ocean and turn 
into limestone, which is mostly just CaCQ3. As continental 
plates move around, some of that eventually finds its way 
to the surface. A limestone quarry is the first stop on the 
road to making cement 

Nearly all of the chemicals dissolved in 
there as ions — that is, charged particles having either extra 
electrons or too few electrons.

Now I don’t 
have any vegetables and my 
only entry is some yellow 
transparent apples. You 
have to choose fine, per- 
fectly matched fruit. I also 
have a decent pencil portrait 
of "Little Joe." It looks very 
much like him, as even my 
brother-in-law Kevin recog- 
nized him.

It seems to me that my 
regular birds busy at their 
feeder are afraid of my 
hummingbirds at their 
feeder, which is within a 
foot of the _ thistle-seed 
feeder.

But we have as 
good a weather here as any 
place in the eastern half of 
America

wants to attend a reunion 
with his brother and sister 
in Frostburg. They are con

My parents believe that 
my horse kept me out of 
trouble, but as far as I can 
see the effect on my daugh- 
ters without horses is that 
they sleep way more than I 
did when a teenager.

Dust so thick, breathing 
is difficult. . the overpower 
ing stench of urine and fe 
ces. . .flies crawling on open 
sores dozens of dogs and 
puppies starving for atten- 
tion 

These were just a few 
of the images that haunted 
Garrett County Humane

Bernadine Friend last Tues- 
day night, keeping her from 
a peaceful slumber. Earlier

The surprise inspections conducted in Garrett 
County this week by personnel from the Garrett 
County Humane Society, Garrett County Animal 
Shelter, and Humane Society of the United States, 
which uncovered some relatively deplorable condi- 
tions in more than one kennel, should serve as a 
loud wake-up call to all local persons who elect to 
raise animals, particularly dogs, for profit. There was 
a similar “bust" recently in neighboring Preston 
County, in which charges were filed against opera- 
tors of an animal rescue facility. 

Animals of all kinds, even the wildest of them, 
deserve to be treated by human beings in a humane 
manner. The only "critters" capable of coming to 
their defense are human beings. How people treat 
animals speaks volumes about the quality of the so- 
ciety in which those people live. 

The detection and cessation of this kind of behav- 
lor cannot, however, be the sole responsibility of the 
aforementioned agencies and organizations. The 
staff of the animal shelter is small and extremely 
busy just taking care of things at the shelter. Mem- 
bers of the GC Humane Society are all volunteers, 
and like most of the rest of us are also busy with 
jobs, family, and, in their case, often caring for a 
couple dozen orphaned and/or abandoned animals 
at their homes already. And officials from the na- 
tional Humane Society will rarely be here. 

So it is hoped that the results of this week's inspec- 
tions will also make all of us residents more aware 
that such situations, sadly, do exist, and most impor 
tantly, encourage us to report them to the authori 
ties. Neglect and abuse of animals is not only wrong, 
it is also a criminal offense, and each of us has a 
civic duty to report such behavior, just as we would 
if we were to witness a theft, a hit-and-run, or an 
assault on another human being. 

We extend our appreciation to the aforemen 
troned—volunteers-and~agency personnel who Cori 
ducted these inspections, and encourage all to sup 
port them both financially and as eyewitnesses

When I travel to Cranesville Swamp, a 15,000-year-old 
ecosystem that sits in a natural "frost pocket" along the 
border of Garrett County and Preston County, W.Va., on 
the western side of the Appalachian Mountains, I think of 
the undisturbed solitude and stillness that Henry David 
Thoreau once wrote about when reflecting on Nature's 
many gifts at Walden Pond. Cranesville Swamp is one of 
the many natural spots my wife and I have "discovered" 
that offer us a sense of quiet solitude, renewal, and bal- 
ance. Often we sit in our minivan at the Lake Ford Meth- 
odist Church, watching the activities in the swamp and, 
after an hour or so of being in the "Now," we leave feeling 
refreshed, as if we've been on a long restful vacation. 

Last week, I walked along the edge of Muddy Creek 
grateful for the cool breeze, the clear sky, the blue and red 
wild flowers, and the puff of clouds that seem to float on 
the clear surface of the creek's still waters. The swamp 
grasses, clustered in wide patches, sprout from the creek's 
dark bed forming a lush, thick blanket that covers a wide 
portion of the creek's water in the area behind the church. 
Watching the green summer stalks of grass sway in the 
wind reminds me of a meditation that follows the unpre- 
dictable motion of changing impressions. I've read about 
the grasses in the swamp, the white beakrush, the three- 
way sedge, the cottongrass, and the bluejoint fowl manna- 
grass, and mountain-oat grass. I'm still learning which is 
which. I could spend a lifetime studying the life in the 
swamp and the unusual species of plants, birds, and ani- 
mals that make up this relic community 

I call the swamp a relic community because it is a sur- 
viving memorial from the past. It's not supposed to be 
there. It is a geological anomaly — a natural miracle that 
sustains itself moment to moment by relying on the cli- 
matic conditions that were partly created when the icy 
glaciers pushed their way into this region 15,000 years ago 
and then receded, The great walls of ice left behind.a 
"frost pocket," a low area that collects moisture and holds 
cooler temperatures 

The cooler air that flows into the valley is kept there by 
the vegetation that blocks the warming sunlight and dry- 
ing winds. The swamp's natural refrigeration bio-system, 
allows the cool, wet, forest bottoms to create an environ- 
ment conducive for the formation of peat. According to 
the Nature Conservancy, "Peat is made of compacted 
sphagnum moss which over thousands of years grows into 
thick, damp, mats of vegetation." The Conservancy ex- 
plains that when sphagnum moss breaks down it creates 
an acidic, nutrient-poor bog environment in which plants 
like sedge, cranberry, and sundew thrive but other plants 
and trees cannot tolerate. The peat that lies under the sur- 
face of the swamp is estimated to be three feet deep, and 
"studies at Cranesville have shown the peat to be 10 de- 
grees cooler a foot below the surface." 

The swamp depends upon its cooler air for its survival 
In a time of global warming, the swamp acts as a barome- 
ter. A change in the weather's temperature could wipe out 
its fragile ecosystem. It is here today, but could be gone 
tomorrow . 

But for now, the swamp is a protected preserve consist- 
ing of several thousand acres owned and managed by the 
Nature Conservancy, a non-profit conservation organiza- 
tion formed in 1951. It was registered as a federal natural 
history landmark by the National Park Service in 1965 

It is open year-round during daylight hours. I've ex- 
plored all of the swamp's five hiking trails and followed 
the 1,500-foot boardwalk that stretches over a large area 
of the swamp's wetlands. Meshach Browning, the famous 
Maryland frontiersman, may have hunted in this same 
"wilderness" where I've walked today. In his book, Forty- 
Four Years of the Life of a Hunter, Browning describes an 
untamed wilderness of breathtaking beauty, teeming with 
wildlife. I haven't seen the bears, cougars, panthers, or 
timber wolves that Browning hunted and wrote about 
(although I have read that bears and bobcats still roam the 
area), but I did catch a glimpse of a river otter, head above 
the water, gliding in the stream's slow current. I was rais- 
ing my camera to snap a picture when the otter saw me 
and, before I could blink, it disappeared 

I've seen the remnants of a beaver's damn but have not 
yet seen a beaver. They must be in the area because I spot 
ted three fallen trees that had been gnawed to a fine point 
Some of the ancient hemlocks along the trails must have 
lived before the time when the area was timbered; before 
the "Swamp Angel" locomotive hauled six train cars of 
logs "on wooden rails utilizing flanged wheels," to a saw- 
mill in Terra Alta in the 1890s. These giants of the forest, 
who missed the axe in the 1890s and early 1900s, also 
survived the 1950s when a large portion of the remaining 
trees of the swamp were timbered 

Now, the swamp is protected, and more knowledge of 
its ecological value is known. Bog-like swamps, like the 
one in Cranesville, are said to "prevent down stream 
flooding by absorbing precipitation, regulate global cli- 
mate by storing large amounts of carbon in peat deposits," 
and support a wide variety of unique plants and animals 

like a small "owl that fits in the palm of your hand and 
a plant that eats insects (the round-leaved sundew)." 

Although the swamp's ecosystem is fragile, the balance 
that is an inherent part of Nature permeates all the larger 
and smaller biological activities that form a delicate web 
of life. I feel the balance of nature in my body as a feeling 
of relaxation. My arms seem to swing more freely and my 
body feels more limber as I walk on a soft bed of pine nee 
dies near the edge of the swamp's pine forest. It amazes 
me that something as precious as the swamp, something 
that's been percolating with life for thousands of years, 
could vanish overnight if the climate suddenly changes 
Have we taken this ever-present natural miracle for 
granted? Is it not better that we take notice of this special 
place in Garrett County and appreciate its unique history 
and be grateful for its quiet influence in our lives? For 
who knows, tomorrow it may not be here

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don’t fall into the middle. What causes this to happen? Why 
don’t you fall? 


What makes this whole thing work is what we com- 
monly call “centrifugal force.” When an object spins 
around, that is enough to overcome the force of gravity. 
The exciting features of amusement park rides are based 
on careful calculations of mechanical dynamics, including 

The feeling of being “thrown” outward by centrifugal 
force is familiar from lots of different experiences, not just 
amusement park rides. Actually, what is really going on is 
easy to understand: In the absence of any force at all, you 
would simply move in a straight line. Period. That's true 
in a car or in a plane or just walking down the street. In 
order to move in any other way at all, there has to be a 
force exerted. 

Force causes acceleration. People think of acceleration 
as “going faster,” but even when your speed is not chang- 
ing but your direction is changing, and that’s acceleration 
too. The velocity is the combination of speed AND direction, 
so if either one changes, there must be an acceleration, 
which requires a force to be acting. 

When you’re on a ride with your back against a wall, 
and the ride is spinning, the wall prevents you from mov- 
ing in a straight line — it forces you to move inward to- 
ward the center at the same time as you are moving 
around. Your velocity is changing in direction, even 
though your speed is constant. Because you’re traveling 
around in a circle, it looks to you like you’re not acceler- 
ating, but actually you are. The force by the wall against 
your body is directed inward, toward the middle. That 
force is correctly named centripetal force. The feeling of 
being thrown outward goes under the name of centrifugal 
force, but it isn’t real. The real force is the force that 
causes your direction to change, and that’s centripetal 
force. Since centrifugal force isn’t a true force, we call it a 
fictional force 

All the time you’re going around in a circle on the ride, 
your body is trying to move in a straight line, but the wall 
exerts a force upon you toward the center. Meanwhile, 
gravity is pulling you toward the center of the earth 
When the ride is tilted over a lot (when it looks scary), 
gravity is pulling you toward the inside of the ride. At that 
time, the wall doesn’t have to push as hard against your 
body. A moment later, when you're at the bottom of the 
arc looking upward, gravity still pulls the same as before, 
but now it is pulling you harder against the wall, and so 
the walt has to" exert more force to keep you in circular 
motion 

The only way you could fall off the wall (in toward the 
middle) would be if the ride were spinning very slowly 
and as you went through the top of the arc, the wall n 
longer exerted any force at all on your body. That condi 
tion would mean your body was no longer pressed against 
the wall. Then you would be moving only under the force 
of gravity. The word for such motion is “falling.” 

Fortunately, engineers who design rides keep safety in 
mind, and make sure that can’t happen. There are mecha 
nisms to prevent the device from slowing down while it’s 
tilted over. It won’t begin to tilt until it’s spinning fast, 
and it won’t stop spinning until after the tilt angle is back 
to zero. 

One feature of any amusement park ride is that it does 
n’t matter at all how much you weigh. In all the formulas 
that describe the motion, the mass cancels out. So the me 
chanical designers don’t have to worry about the weight 
of the riders at all 

For those readers who like to deal in numbers: The 
acceleration of gravity is 9.8 meters/(sec)’. The centripetal 
acceleration created by the wall depends on the speed of 
spinning. A typical ride of this type has a radius of about 
R = 4 meters, and it will spin through 5 revolutions in 
16.5 seconds, so the period of rotation is about 3.3 sec- 
onds, and the frequency is f = 0.30 cycles per second; the 
angular frequency is then 1.90 radians/second. The cen- 
tripetal acceleration is given by a = annual frequency’R, 
and that equals 14.5 meters/(sec)’. Gravity being only 9.8 
m/s’ means that - even if the device tilted completely 
sideways, 90° to the way it started — the least acceleration 
provided by the wall would be 14.5 - 9.8 = 4.7 m/s’ 
herefore, the wall will always exert some force against 
your body, and you won't fall off the wall

So you suddenly remembered something important 


you had to do. You walked into a room and... promptly 
forgot the reason you went there in the first place 

Forgetful? Having a "senior moment?" Or just have too 
much on your mind? 

No worries. Some people are sharp as a knife all the 
way up into their 90s and can recall things crystal-clearly 

Take Jacob Jankowski. In the new book Water for El 
phants by Sara Gruen, Jacob remembers his life like it hap 
pened yesterday 

In the spring of 1931, Jacob Jankowski had his future 
all mapped out. Graduation from Cornell, a diploma in 
veterinary medicine, and working side-by-side with his 
father were what Jacob had planned 

And then Jacobs parents were killed in an 
leaving him bereft and penniless 

Alone and grieving, Jacob drifted. On the day of his 
final test, he walked away from Cornell and right into the 
Benzini Brothers’ Most Spectacular Show on Earth. In 
other words, Jacob ran off and joined the circus 

The Benzini Brothers circus was not as good as Ring 
ling Brothers. The freaks weren't as shocking, the big cats 
were toothless, the fat lady wasn't really very fat, and 
there were no elephants.

The 
acts he bought were acquired from bankrupt circuses, put

Everyone knew that griping 
brought trouble. Uncle Al had a way of dealing with com

Still, Benzini Brothers offered three squares a day and a 
place to bunk. Jacob began to find friends, and he loved 
working with the animals. And then there was his love for 
Marlena 

Marlena was the equestrienne, a vision in spangles and 
satin, and Jacob adored her. Unfortunately, it was a 
doomed adoration. Marlena was married to August, who 
was one of the cruelest men Jacob had ever met 

For three-and-a-half months, Jacob Jankowski spent 
working with the Benzini Brothers' Most Spectacular 
Show on Earth.

Sewer Rehabilitation Project Update — Phase | of the 
sewer rehabilitation project is nearly 90% complete. Con- 
struction at the intersection of Pensinger Boulevard and 
Dennett Road has been completed. The current construc- 
tion along Oak Hall Drive is expected to be completed 
this week. Construction along B Street, between Oak 
Street and Decatur Street, will begin the end of this week. 


All pipe-laying is expected to be completed by the end of 


next week. The contractor is currently performing paving 
repairs to roads, street crossings, and driveways along 
Pensinger Boulevard and Heritage Drive. Reclamation 
and clean-up continues on Oakland Drive at its intersec- 
tion with Oak Hall Drive. Estimated completion for 
Phase I, including clean-up, is September 6. 

Crystal Spring Loop Trail Project — This project for the 
construction of a ‘2-mile, ADA-compliant trail has been 
awarded to Denrock Excavating. The trail, which is being 
constructed with grant funds provided by the Department 
of Natural Resources' Program Open Space, will be lo- 
cated in the large open area north of the intersection of 
Youghiogheny Drive and Oakland Avenue, and is ex 
pected to be completed by mid-October 

B&O Walking Trail Project — This project is now fully 


funded in the amount of $190,000, with a $82,500 grant 


from the Appalachian Regional Commission and a 
$107,500 grant from Program Open Space. The 4,400-foot 
trail will run from a parking facility south of Wooddell 
Park (previously Allegheny Park) between Allegheny 
Drive and the CSX right-of-way east to the Little 


Youghiogheny River, at which point it will follow the 
course of the river north to Route 135. There will be a 
connector trail with a parking facility located near the 
intersection of Allegheny Drive and Oak Street. During a 
subsequent phase it is planned to extend the trail under 
Route 135, continuing north along the Little Youghiog- 
heny River and Broad Ford Run to connect with the Crys- 
tal Spring Loop Trail. The design will be completed dur- 
ing the upcoming fall and winter months and it is ex- 
pected that the project will be ready for bidding by spring 
of 2007, with an estimated construction completion date 
of summer of 2007

Diabetes and Exercise Tips 

Those who have diabetes need to understand the im 
portance of a physically active lifestyle in combating their 
illness. Exercise can be a wonderful tool for improving 
both blood-sugar control and quality of life. And although 
the benefits of physical activity are at ant, rememb«e 
that there are risks associated with exercise and diabetes 
But by developing an exercise program in conjunction 
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with your doctors and a qualified dietitian, these risks are 
easily reduced. 

You need to take certain precautions. That's the bad 
news. The good news is that by remembering a few key 
points, those who have diabetes should be able to use 
physical activity to help manage the illness. Just remem- 
ber the word "SWEETS" for guidanc« 
cise 

Sugar — Diabetics who are just beginning an exercise 
program should be sure to check their blood sugar before 
exercising. If it's too high (greater than 250mg/dl) or too 
low (less than 100mg/dl), you may need to make adjust- 
ments in medications or foods before starting your activity 
program. Remember, exercising when your blood : sugar is 
already low can trigger hypoglycemia, and exercising 
when your blood sugar is too high can create a paradoxi- 
cal effect of abnormally elevating sugar after rking out

Water — Diabetics tend to be more dehydrated than 
thers when their sugar is elevated, so consuming water 
before, during, and after a workout w ju avoid 
that 

Eat — Appropriate nutrition is a must for active diabet

But, who are the least of our 
’ brothers? In a literal sense, the 
least of our brothers are those at 
the periphery of society: the 
homeless and those living in 
destitute poverty or marginalized 
by lives of crime or addiction. 
These are people who 
desperately need our help, 
whether they are aware of it or 
not. But, there is another class 
of people who might also be 
considered the least of our 
brothers; that is, those whom 
we marginalize in our own minds 
because of fear, prejudice, or other (QR 
subjective reasons. Sometimes we marginalize 
others by stereotyping them as members of a 
particular group, or perhaps by failing to adequately 
recognize or listen to them. Interestingly, these 
people may be the polar opposites of the first group 
(i.e., they may be wealthy, high-status, attractive 
individuals) but, we may still fail to treat them like 
genuine people for one reason or another. If that is 
the case, then we should also consider them to be 
the "least of our brothers." The upshot of all this is 
simple. We should treat everyone we come into 
contact with as if they are our brother. That is, we 
should try to see the unique goodness and humanity 
in_everyone, and treat others with kindness, respect

Ehrlich Makes 
Several Farm 
Announcements 


Amid corn and soybean 
fields at the Sidney and Kay 
Richardson Farm in Wil- 
lards, Wicomico County, 
Governor Robert L. Ehrlich 
Jr. made three major agri- 
culture- and growth-related 
announcements yesterday. 

The governor announced 
record funding for and par- 
ticipation in Maryland's 
Cover Crop Program, an 
Incentive Program to help 
develop feedst6cK for future 
ethanol production, and the 
availability of financial 
credits for producers of cer- 
tain renewable fuels 

The governor also dis- 
cussed the new water and 
wastewater guidance docu- 
ments 

"Planting winter cover 
crops is the most cost effec- 
tive and efficient way for 
farmers to reduce erosion 
and take up excess nutrients 
so they don't run off into the 
Bay and its tributaries," said 
Ehrlich. "Through record 
funding made possible by 
the Bay Restoration Fund, 
$8 million is available this 
year for the Cover Crop 


Program, more than dou- 


be approved to plant 
290,000 acres of traditional 
and commodity cover 


crops. With this program 
we are protecting the envi- 
ronment, creating new op- 
portunities for farmers, and 
making Maryland a better 
place to live.” 

The planting of 290,000 
acres of cover crops will 
prevent an estimated 1.8 
million pounds of nitrogen 
and 45,000 pounds of phos- 
phorus from entering the 
Chesapeake Bay and its trib- 
utaries. 

In addition, the governor 
announced the new Hulless 
Barley Incentive Program, 
made possible through a 
$750,000 grant from the 
Maryland Grain Producers 
Utilization Board, for farm- 
ers to gain experience grow- 
ing the small grain for use in 
ethanol production. This 
program, for farmers who 
plan to harvest their cover 
crop, will provide an addi- 
tional incentive payment of 
$15 per acre to plant hulless 
barley. 

Governor Ehrlich signed 
the Renewable Fuels Pro- 
motion Act of 2005 on May 
10, 2005, and created the 
Renewable Fuels Incentive 
Board. Designed to attract 
investment in the bio-fuels 
industry and to offer farm 
ers additional market oppor- 
tunities for their small 
grains and soybeans, the act 
authorizes the award of up 
to a $0.20 per gallon finan 
cial credit for the produc 
tion of qualifying renewable 
fuels. The act will give 
Maryland farmers an oppor 
tunity to realize additional 
value for their commodities 

The Renewable Fuels In 
centive Board, consisting of 
the secretaries of agricul 
ture, the environment, and 
business and economic de 
velopment, and the director 
of the Maryland Energy 
Administration, will now 
begin accepting applications

In recent years, with new 
development moving into 
more rural areas, conflicts 
between farming and non- 
farming neighbors have in- 
creased. These disputes oc- 
casionally end up in court 
or before local land-use de- 
cision-makers. 


A new executive order 
creating the governor's In- 
tergovernmental Commis- 
sion for Agriculture formal- 
izes a year-long effort led by 
the Maryland Department 
of Agriculture to bring local 
Officials, planning agencies, 
and farming interests to- 
gether to address issues of 
concern. The Commission 
is charged with promoting 
the economic profitability of 
farming by ensuring that all 
appropriate state agencies 
work in a cooperative, coor- 
dinated manner with local 
government and_ industry 
groups.

ment interests. 

As Maryland's popula-

The Health Planning 
Council has played a major 
role in improving the health 
of the community by leading 
efforts to provide affordable 
and accessible health care in 
Garrett County. In its most 
recent undertaking, the coun- 
cil is engaging the commu- 
nity in a comprehensive plan- 
ning process over the next 18 
months to help identify 
health issues most important 
to our county, and then de- 
velop strategies to address 
these concerns. Through a 
process called MAPP —- Mo- 
bilizing for Action through 
Planning and Partnerships 
community members will be 
invited to participate in vari- 
ous stages of the strategic 
planning. Everyone in the 
community 1s invited and 
encouraged to participate in 
this exciting MAPP commit- 
tee and health assessment 
process! 

Individual involvement 
may vary from quarterly 
meetings to more extensive 
participation over a few 
months for a particular sub- 
committee assessment. The 
first step of the process is to 
create a shared vision for our 
community. This vision will 
guide the rest of the process 

After the vision 1s created, 
four MAPP subcommittees 


will be formed to gather in-

The Medical Assistance 
Personal Care Program will 
pay personal care providers 
to come to your home and 
assist you. The only require- 
ments are 1) a need for per

A registered nurse with the 
Garrett County Health De- 
partment will oversee your 
care by monitoring your 
health and making a home 
visit every 60-120 days.

Service Provides Independence 


As we get older, we may 
find ourselves or our loved 
ones having more and more 
difficulty doing everyday 
tasks from household 
chores to taking the nght 
medication. When this hap- 
pens, our greatest fear may 
be losing our independence 
and, quite possibly, our 
home. 

The Adult Evaluation and 
Review Service, a division of 
the Garrett County Health 
Department, Can help. Of- 
fered free to all Garrett 
County residents age 18 and 
older, the Adult Evaluation 
Service is designed to help 
seniors and handicapped 
adults who want to remain in 
their home be able to do so. 

"AERS has access to many 
services that can make it eas- 
ier for seniors and handi- 
capped clients to stay as inde- 
pendent as possible," said 
Donna McClintock-Fost, di- 
rector of AERS. 

A nurse or social worker 
will come into your home 
and do a complete evaluation 

not only of your medical 
history, but also your family 


life, psychiatric history, area 


an accurate assessment of the 
appropriate services that may 
be needed. 

The AERS team can then 
refer the client to a host of 
countywide services one may 
be eligible for, including 
medical clinics, adult day 
care, in-home health care, 
home-delivered meals, med- 
bank services, medical sup- 
plies and equipment, respite 
care, transportation, and 
much more. 

Although the evaluation is 
free, the various services 
available do have eligibility 
guidelines. Even if a client 
doesn't qualify for a particu- 
lar program now, circumstan- 
ces may change, and it is im- 
portant for everyone to know 
what programs are available. 

If a client must go into a 
nursing home or assisted- 
living facility, AERS can as- 
sist clients and families in 
obtaining all the necessary 
information. This federal pro-

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"Our progress over the 
past 20 years in clearing the 
air of tobacco smoke is a ma- 
jor public health success 
story," Carmona said. "We 
have averted many thousands 
of cases of disease and early 
death and saved millions of 
dollars in health care costs." 

He emphasized, however, 
that sustained efforts are re- 
quired to protect the more 
than 126 million Americans 
who continue to be regularly 
exposed to secondhand 
smoke in the home, at work,

To help communicate the

The hotline number, 1- 
866-676-5880, will be an- 
swered from 7 a.m. until 7 
p.m. Mondays through Fn- 
days. It will provide informa- 
tion on the types of docu- 
ments™necessary tO” SUCCESS- 
fully establish proof of citi- 
zenship and identity. Guid- 
ance will also be offered to 
help people obtain the re- 
quired documents.

This change is

"Our department is doing 
everything it can to help 
these individuals find the 
necessary documentation," 
said DHMH Secretary S. An- 
thony McCann.

[The documentation is nec 
essary for all new recipients 
and for everyone who applies 
for reauthorization of bene- 
fits, at the time of their an- 
nual review.

Using a search of Mary- 
land. birth certificate and 
other data resources, DHMH 
has identified more than 
4,000 of the nearly 35,000 
individuals with a September 
deadline for annual review as 
already meeting the require- 
ments. This process also pro- 
duced citizenship documen- 
tation for more than 19,800 
individuals, meaning they 
only need to prove their iden- 
tity.

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Obesity Among Greatest Health 
Concerns In The United State 


The increase of obesity in 
the United States doubled the 
number of inconclusive diag- 
nostic imaging exams over a 
15-year period, according to 
a study featured in the Au- 
gust issue of Radiology. Re- 
searchers assessed all radiol- 
Ogy exams performed at 
Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital (MGH) between 1989 
and 2003 to determine the 
effects of obesity on imaging 
quality and diagnosis. 

In an effort to quantify 
how obesity affects diagnos- 
tic imaging quality, Dr. Paul 
N. Uppot, lead author and 
staff radiologist at MGH, and 
colleagues analyzed radiol- 
ogy records from a 15-year 
span at MGH. They searched 
for incomplete exams that 
carried the label "limited by 
body habitus," meaning lim- 
ited in quality due to patient 
size. 

"While 0.10 percent of in- 
conclusive exams were due 
to patient size in 1989, by 
2003 the number had jumped 
to OA9 percent, despite ad- 
vances in imaging technol- 
ogy,” said Dr. Uppot.

ating tables and imaging 
equipment are not suited for 
obese patients. 

By 2003, the modality that 
yielded the most difficulties 
in rendering a diagnosis was 
abdominal ultrasound (1.90 
percent), followed by chest x- 
rays (0.18 percent), abdomi- 
nal computed tomography 
(CT), abdominal x-rays, chest 
CT, and magnetic resonance 
imaging (MRI) (all anatomic 
regions included). 

CT and MRI can be prob- 
lematic because of weight 
limitations..0f..the—.imaging 
table and the size of the 
opening on the imager (pa- 
tients are inserted through a 
small "hole in the dough- 
nut"). Standard CT tables can 
accommodate patients 
weighing up to 450 pounds, 
and MRI machines can typi- 
cally obtain diagnostic-qual- 
ity images in patients weigh- 
ing up to 350 pounds. 

For exams that require ra- 
diation exposure, such as x- 
rays and CT, the power can 
be increased on standard ma- 
chines in an attempt to ac- 
quire a higher-quality image. 
However, this leads to an 
undesirable increase in radia- 
tion dose. 

Incomplete examinations 


related to obesity can lead to 
serious consequences for the 
patient, as in the case of mis- 
diagnosis or failure to be able 
to assign a diagnosis at all. 
There can also be economic 
ramifications. Further testing 
might be required in the 
event of an _ inconclusive 
exam, as well as increased 
hospitalization time. 

Obesity also increases 
stress on the imaging sys- 
tems, due to increased power 
output and more rapid burn- 
out (as in the case of x-ray 
tubes). 
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Dr. Uppot believes that the 
prevailing lifestyle in the 
United States and other in- 
dustnalized nations that fa- 
cilitates a poor diet and lack 
of exercise has led to our cur- 
rent obesity crisis. 

"In the short term, the 
medical community must ac- 
commodate these patients by 
investing in technology to 
help them," Dr. Uppot ex- 
plained. "In the long term, 
this country must make cul- 
tural shifts that promote 
more exercise and a healthier 
diet.”

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Report On Food Marketing And Childhood Obesity 


Recommends Actions By Food Companies, Media 


The Federal Trade Com- 
mission and the Department 
of Health and Human Ser- 
vices recently released a re- 
port recommending concrete 
steps that industry can take to 
change their marketing and 
other practices to make pro- 
gress against childhood obe- 
sity. The report is a product 
of last summer's joint FTC/ 
HHS workshop, which pro- 
vided a forum for industry, 
consumer;~—~academic;~~and 
government stakeholders to 
examine the role of the pri- 
vate sector in addressing ris- 
ing childhood obesity rates in 
the United States. 

Since 1980, childhood obe- 
sity rates have tripled among 
adolescents and _ doubled 
among younger children. 
~ Workshop participants ac- 
knowledged that many fac- 
tors contribute to childhood 
obesity, but recognized that, 
regardless of the causes, re- 
sponsible marketing can play 
a positive role in improving 
children's diets and exercise 
behavior. 

"Responsible, industry- 
generated action and effec- 
tive self-regulation are critical 
to addressing the national 
problem of childhood obe- 
sity,” said FTC Chairman 
Deborah Platt Majoras. "The 
FTC plans to monitor indus- 
try efforts closely, and we 
expect to see real improve-

ments." 

"Businesses need to work 
with mothers, fathers and 
children to bring America's 
epidemic of childhood over- 
weight under control," said 
HHS Secretary Mike Leavitt. 
"Families can help children 
to be physically active and to 
eat right, and business can 
encourage children to eat nu- 
tritious foods in proper por- 
tions." 

The workshop focused oni 
the role that the private sec- 
tor, including food, media, 
and entertaimment compa- 
nies, can and should play to 
address the increasing prob- 
lem of childhood obesity in 
the United States. Food com- 
panies presented their prod- 
uct, packaging, labeling, ad- 
vertising, and marketing ini- 
tiatives designed to promote 
lower-calorie, more  nutri- 
tious foods. 

Media and entertainment 
companies discussed their in- 
corporation of health and nu- 
trition messages into pro- 
gramming and their support 
for public education cam- 
paigns featuring these mes- 
sages. Workshop participants 
provided their views on the 
advertising guidelines that 
are enforced by the Chil- 
dren's Advertising Review 
Unit (CARU) of the Council 
of Better Business Bureaus 
(CBBB).

existing industry practices 
and self-regulatory efforts. 
Some also offered sugges- 
tions for ways that industry 
can build on current efforts 
and take new steps to tackle 
the childhood obesity prob- 
lem. 

The report summarizes the 
presentations, panel discus- 
sions, and oral statements 
made at the workshop and 
the written™comments™ sub- 
mitted. It also provides spe- 
cific recommendations for ac- 
tion by the food industry, the 
media and entertainment in- 
dustry, and CARU. 

The FTC and HHS offered 
recommendations for action 
in the report,.and noted that 
both agencies plan to moni- 
tor closely progress on these 
recommendations. 

The agencies recom- 
mended that food companies: 

eintensify their efforts to 
create new products and re- 
formulate existing products 
to make them lower in calo- 
ries, more nutritious, more 
appealing to children, and 
more convenient to prepare 
and eat;

‘review and revise their 
marketing practices with the 
goal of improving the overall 
nutritional profile of the 
foods marketed to children, 
for example, by adopting 
minimum nutritional stan- 
dards for the foods they mar- 
ket to children, or by other- 
wise shifting emphasis to 
lower-calorie, more nutri- 
tious products; 

generally explore ways to 
improve efforts to educate 
consumers about nutrition 
and fitness, with simple and 
effective messages; 

*review and revise their 
to what extent paid product 
placement of foods in con- 
texts other than television 
programming (e.g., movies, 
video games, Web. sites) is 
appropriate; and 

‘what additional sanctions 
or other measures should be 
incorporated into the CARU 
Guides to deter violations, 
especially repeated viola- 
tions. 

The agencies recognize the 
CBBB recently announced 
the formation of a new self- 
regulatory working group 
that will be reviewing the 
CARU Guides. 

The agencies will closely 
monitor industry progress in 
implementing the recommen- 
dations set forth in the report, 
and in the future one or both 
of the agencies will issue a 


follow-up report assessing the 
progress that industry has 
made. In addition to this fol- 
low-up report, the FTC also 
is conducting a study on the 
nature and extent of food 
marketing techniques direct- 
ed at children and adoles- 
cents.

Still A Risk In 
Garrett County 


Garrett County 1s an at- 
risk area for lead poisoning. 
Maryland law requires chil- 
dren to be tested at 1 and 2 
years of age. Lead poisoning 
can cause behavioral prob- 
lems, learning disabilities, 
and/or growth restriction. 
Research has shown that 
there is no safe level of lead, 
so professional intervention 
is begun at any elevated 
blood level. 

If you own rental property 
in Garrett County built be- 
fore 1950, you are required to 
register your property with 
the Maryland Department of 
the Environment. The cost to 
register is $15 per year. The 
fine to you if the property is 
not registered is $250 - per 
day. Please call 800-776-2706 
to register today. 

If you rent a property built 
before 1950, you should have 
received educational material 
on lead and a copy of the 
lead inspection certificate 
when you rented the prop- 
erty. However, please be 
aware that lead in paint ex- 
isted until 1978. If you sus- 
pect there is lead in the home 
please call the Garrett 
County Health Department 
at 301-334-7695 or 301-895- 
5355 for further information.

Several times in recent 
weeks the Department of 


Health and Mental Hygiene 


(DHMH) has issued hot 
weather advisories in re 
ponse to a National 
Weather Service forecast for 
an expected heat index of at 
least 105 degrees 

The heat index als 
known as apparent tempera 
ture, measures what the tem 
perature "feels like" when 
temperature and humidity 
-vels are combined 

\ temperature of 95 de 
grees, combined with a hu 
midity reading of 50 percent, 
will produce an apparent 
temperature of 105 degrees 
Or, a temperature of 90 de- 
grees and a humidity reading 
of 67 percent will feel like

105 degrees 

"When these two factors 
combine to create a heat in- 
dex of 105 degrees, individu- 
als must be especially cau 
tious and take precautions to 
reduce the risk of heat stroke 
and heat exhaustion," says 
DHMH ‘Secretary S. An 
thony McCann. "These two 
serious health conditions typ 
ically occur during hot and 
humid conditions." 

"The heat index in Garrett 
County in late July and early 
August was high enough to 
be dangerous,” said Garrett 
County health officer Rod- 
ney Goltfelty. "Although our 
temperatures are not as ex- 
treme as they are in the met- 
ropolitan areas, it's still im- 
portant to dnnk lots of water

Individuals particularly 
vulnerable to the effects of 
hot, humid conditions in- 
clude older adults, young 
children, and those who are 
overweight, have heart dis- 
ease, diabetes, or other 
chronic health conditions. 

"I cannot emphasize 
enough the importance of 
checking on your elderly rela- 
tives, friends and neighbors," 
Secretary McCann said. 
"You never know when they 
may be in distress." 

Symptoms of heatstroke, 
the most serious of the two 


illnesses, is a medical emer- 
gency characterized by a 
body temperature of greater 
than 105 degrees and may 
include dry, reddened skin, 
convulsions, disorientation, 
delirium, and coma. Heat 
exhaustion is a milder form 
of heat-related illness and be- 
cause of dehydration, may 
include extreme weakness, 
muscle cramps, nausea, or 
headache. 

Some common precau- 
tions to take to reduce the 
risk of heat illnesses are to: 

edrink plenty. of fluids-such 
as water and fruit juices to 
prevent dehydration -— be- 
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ware that alcohol can impair 
the body's sweat mechanism; 

ewear loose-fitting, light- 
weight, and light colored 
clothing; protect yourself 
from direct sunlight by stay- 
ing in the shade or by wear- 
ing sunscreen, a hat, and sun- 
glasses; 

*never leave young chil- 
dren or pets in a car even 
with the windows cracked.

Of the reportable sexually 
transmitted infections identi 
fied in Garrett County in the 
past five years, approximate- 
ly 38% occurred in the age 
group 15-19-year- olds, and 
39% occurred in the age 
group 20-24-year-olds. Sex- 


ual behavior patterns of 


many teens and young adults 
underscore the need for edu- 
cation, prevention, and 
screening initiatives. 

Many people with sexually 
transmitted diseases (STD) 
do not. have. symptoms.and 
remain undiagnosed. For ex- 
ampie, untreated chlamydia 
(a common bacterial STD) 
may lead to severe conse- 
quences such as pelvic in- 
flammatory disease and infer- 
tility in women. Chlamydia 
rates have been on a nearly 
Steady rise in the United 
States since 1993, according 
to the 2004 STD Surveillance 
Report. 

Human _ papillomavirus 
(HPV) is a viral infection 
which can cause genital 
warts, and several types of 


HPV can lead to cervical can 
cer. HPV is another STD that 
may not cause noticeable 
symptoms 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention, genital herpes is an- 
other high incidence viral 
STD that continues to spread 
among teens and young 
adults. Many people who 
tested positive for herpes did 
not know they were infected. 
In the United States, adults 
and adolescents account for 
the-majority-of-reported cases 
of acute hepatitis B with the 
highest rates being seen in 
25-39-year-olds 

So, what can one do to 
protect him/herself? Absti- 
nence is the only sure meth- 
od! Having sex with only one 
uninfected partner, using 
condoms correctly for every 
episode of intercourse, and 
being screened for STDs are 
some important strategies. 
Vaccination against human 
papillomavirus, hepatitis A 
and B is another good protec- 
tive action.

Traveling can be rough on 
the body. Whether you are 
traveling alone on business or 
on your way to a sunny re- 
sort with your family, long 
hours in a car or an airplane 
can leave you stressed, tired, 
stiff and soc? 

"Prolonged sitting can 
wreak havoc on your body,"

Using a support behind your 
back may reduce the risk of 
low-back strain, pain, or in- 
jury.

Director John Nelson 
Garrett County Depart 
ment of Planning and 
Land Development, said 
the amendments were based 
on recommendations from 
Environmental Resources 
Management (ERM). The 
firm conducted the Deep 
Creek Lake Watershed Eco 
nomic Growth and Planning 
Analysis Study about two 
years ago. Nelson said that

The first component, the

sive plan (which will include 
the lake’s master plan), be 
gan this summer. And the 
15 proposed amendments to 
the ordinance make up the 
third component 

Lake area business own 
er/resident Michael Bell was 
concerned about adding the 
amendments before the com 
prehensive plan has been 
updated. He questioned the 
motive for changing the or 
dinance without the benefit 
of the updated plan, which 
will cost more than $250,000

Using a sports analogy, Garrett County's teachers 
reported back to "the locker room" today to get their 
“pre-game pep talk” from their principals and make 
ready for the 2006-07 school year, which will begin 
for students next Tuesday. And from the looks of 
recent scores, it appears that our students are in for 
another "winning season.” 

Every school in the county achieved the No Child 
Left Behind standard, AYP (adequate yearly pro- 
gress), this year, and in both high school and middle 
school assessment scores, Garrett County's students 
have surpassed the state average in every area but 
one. In algebra, our students’ scores surged from a 
pass rate of 58.9% in 2005 to a rate of 75.2% for 
2006, which is nearly 9 points above the state aver- 
age. The passage rate in the area of biology was 
67.8% for the state, while Garrett County's was 
72.2%. Only on the government test did our students 
score lower than the state average, and that was by 
less than “2 of 1% (74.2 to 73.8). At the middle 
school level, every single student in the county 
100% — passed the algebra assessment test given this 
past spring. 

Year after year, Garrett County's educators and 
students have been the exception to the general 
“rule” that says that the less money spent on educa- 
tion, the lower student scores will be. For many 
years Garrett was at or near the bottom among the 
state's 23 counties and Baltimore City in teachers’ 
salaries and the average amount of money spent on 
education per student. Nonetheless, when our chil- 
dren are tested on what they have learned, almost 
without exception they perform among the top in the 
state. 

We make this point, however, not as an excuse or 
encouragement to our local elected officials to keep 
our expenditures for education as low as possible 
For outstanding work, persons should receive appro- 
priaté COmpénsation. Our present board of county 
commissioners has done an excellent job of provid- 
ing more funding for teachers’ salaries and education 
in general over the past several years. We are no 
longer on the bottom. By fully funding the board of 
education's 2006-07 budget, starting salaries for 
Garrett County teachers took a sizable jump just this 
year. This monetary support for education is crucial 
for at least two reasons: the aforementioned de- 
served raises for good work by current teachers, and 
perhaps more importantly, the ability for Garrett 


County to be competitive in the hiring of new teach- 
ers. 


The United States is facing a serious shortage of 
teachers, and based upon the present average age of 
Garrett County's educators, over the next five years 
there are going to be numerous retirements and, con- 
sequently, numerous openings to fill. Only by offer- 
ing competitive wages and benefits will our county, 
or any county, be positioned to fill those impending 
vacancies with high-quality personnel, especially 
when there are not going to be enough teachers to go 
around anyway. 

It has been written more than once in this column 
that money spent for the education of our children is 
the best investment we can make in our future, and 
that there is no job in the world that is more impor- 
tant than teaching. 

So, thank you, county commissioners, and thanks 
and good luck to all of our educators as they embark 
upon another year of expanding the horizons of our

Most homosexual 
people I know would rather 
not have their loved ones 
and family be subjected to 
the difficulties of being dif- 
ferent in this way. 

It is estimated conserva- 
tively that 10 percent of the 
population is gay. Medical 
science now considers ho- 
mosexuality a normal vari- 
ant, a trait that might be 
viewed as basic as being 
left-handed. (The preva- 
lence of left-handedness is 
believed to be thirteen per 
cent.) Eleven thousand,..six 
hundred copies of this paper 
were printed in a recent 
week. If only 11,000 copies 
were purchased, that means 
1,100 subscribers are gay, 
not taking into account that 
there are often multiple 
readers of the same paper 
The population of Garrett 
County in the year 2000 
was 29,846 and is probably 
greater now.

Somewhere lurking in my memory banks are reels of 
film clips of comedies of this ilk probably starting with 
Animal House and coming up through the generations to 
the American Pie series and beyond. Like these movies, 
Accepted attempts to satire ingrained conventional thinking 
and the American college scene while glorifying the inge 
nuity of the creative outsider/geek who butts up against 
parental disapproval, mean-spirited frat boys, a stifling 
institutional bureaucracy, and an in-group out-group ro 
mantic social world before coming out on top 

It all begins when high school underachiever Bartleby 
Gaines (Justin Long) gets rejected by every college to 
which he has applied. As far as his parents are concerned 
life is over for Bartleby if he doesn't go to college and they 
take every opportunity to tell him so. How's a guy sup- 
posed to get out from under such constant harassment? 
Well, of course — create a make-believe university and 
send yourself an acceptance letter, and this is what 





Bartleby does with the help of his friends and they call it 
South Harmon Institute of Technology (S.H.1.T.). 

Bartleby’'s friend Sherman Schrader (Jonah Hill) builds 
the web site for S.H.I.T. and Bartleby gets his acceptance 
letter. But wait a minute, there's a catch, Bartleby's par- 
ents want to meet the dean. This means Bartleby and his 
friends have to find a place they can pass off as a campus 
and find someone to play the dean. No problem. They use 
a condemned building that was once a mental hospital 
and get Crazy Uncle Ben (Lewis Black), a burned-out 
cranky ex-professor to play the role of dean. A glitch in 
the web site allows other kids to get acceptance letters and 
suddenly dozens of zany misfits and kooky characters find 
their way to S.H.I.T. and Bartleby must put together a 
curriculum for the new incoming student body. 

All this takes place next to the prestigious Harmon 
University and the trouble starts when Dean Van Horne 
(Anthony Heald), a stuffy, pompous, and self-righteous 
status hound uncovers their plot. It then comes to a show- 
down between the unique creative misfits trying to gain a 
foot hold in the old world system versus the uptight gate 


keepers of the established order. In the alternate universe 
of this film, comedy means exaggeration and everything, 
and everyone is exaggerated for effect. Sometimes this 


works for laughs, but there's lots of dialogue, events, and 
characters in this movie that seemed hackneyed and banal 
to me 

I think Dakota, my 15-year-old grandson, would love 
the zany characters and embrace the idea that kids don't 
have to fit a traditional mold to be successful. Although, 
there may be a message in this movie, the writers seem 
more interested in getting a laugh than making a state- 
ment. So if you go to see this movie take your thinking 
cap off, suspend reality, then wait and hope for something 
that tickles your fancy.

A VIEW OF THE CHAMPIONSHIP FLEET FROM A 
SPECTATOR BOAT

The local forecast for Saturday afternoon was for 
cloudy skies with a chance of rain and wind SW 5-10 
knots, and that’s what we had. But for racing sailors it was 
just ideal; not too hot, a nice breeze, and fewer motor- 
boats to contend with. I was raring to go, but my fearless 
crew Marilyn Filemyr came down with something, and 
my scrambling for a last-minute replacement was fruitless. 
So I got in my pontoon boat and watched the racing. 

Ryan Schubert was PRO, with Lucy Kammer driving, 
and they set a good course. With five fleets and four sepa- 
rate starts, I had to make a choice and so I followed the 
Championship Fleet. I thought Mahan had won the start 
on starboard at the pin end in clean air, but she soon 
dropped back. There was a fracas at the windward mark 
with three boats in contention: Spinnenweber, Palmer, 
and Gregory. I’m not sure how Gregory got there because 
he had a poor start, but there he was. I thought from my 
viewpoint that someone had committed a foul in that 
rounding and sure enough, Gregory did two penalty 
turns, but he was still in fourth place running downwind 
with Spinnenweber in the lead.

His crew took the helm and Gregory went up on deck 
to un-foul what I later learned was his leeward jib sheet 
which was over the spinnaker. I was amazed at how calm 
he looked as he undid the fouled sheet while Palmer came 
up and took the lead and never gave it up 

It was interesting to note that Spinnenweber and his 
crew.exchanged_positions.on.the.downwind_legs..with.the 
crew on the tiller and the skipper raising and flying the 
spinnaker. 

Sunday was even better; wind W, 5-10 knots, and 
threatening rain with predicted thunderstorms, but the 
breeze was delicious.

SEPTEMBER 2006 SUN - As September opens, the 
sun is in the star group Leo, where it stays till late in the 
evening of Sept. 16. Then the sun enters the star group 
Virgo, finally exiting Virgo in the last day of October 
(These dates are based on the actual star group boundaries 
in contrast to the astrology dates, set 2500 years, during 
which the Earth's axis has changed direction.) The 
amount of sunlight each day in September slowly drops; 
there are about 13 hours in early September and about 
11.8 hours as September ends. Sunrise in Oakland on 
| is 6:46 a.m.; sunrise on Sept. 30 is 7:13 a.m. Sun 
set times drop back from 7:48 p.m. at the start of the 
month to about 7 p.m. as the month ends. During Sep 
tember, the sun's peak height drops from 59 degrees to 48 
degrees. Sept. 23 is the first day of fall, with the sun rising 
due east and setting due west. Twilight in September lasts 
a little more than an hour. So in the morning, stars begin

Does he only 
slide on slick surfaces, like kitchen 
floors, or does he slide anywhere and 
anytime? Without seeing him, I can 
only say that he sounds very energetic 
and playful. 

Have you considered doing more 
with him than just going for walks and 
the occasional game of fetch? At 165 
pounds, Rusty is not exactly an “agili- 
ty” type dog, but perhaps something 
like agility training would provide a 
workout.
